Thus eaſily did ſhe draw 100 pieces 
of Gold from the Maſter, and ſo ſoon did the, with 
2 few fawning Words, Debauch the Honey of the 
Weak Unthinking Servant; which done ſhe 
went away to concert the Management of her Un- 
dertaking. No ſooner was ſhe gone, but Cali ſto, 
reſtleſs with his Pafton, ſent his Servant Sempronio 
after to haſten and encourage her, keeping Parmeno 
with him to Divert his Melancholy, aſking, What 
be thought of bis manner of proceeding, and of the Event 
of bis Enterprize. Parmeno, who had ftill ſome 

uggling of Vertus left, did not ſpare to repreſent 
to him the Difficulty of his Undertaking, the Scan- 
dal of employing a Woman of ſuch an Þrfamous 
Life, and the Improbability of ſucceeding that 
way; her Deſign being only to get of him what 
ſhe could, whereas that Expence were better laid 
out on Preſents to Melibea herſelf. Calrfo could 
not reliſh theſe Words, for few Men will hear of 
Oppoſition where their Pleaſure is concern'd, but 
are generally poſlitive in their ways, and ſly 
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the Buſineſs he was ſent upon, rather took Pain

Sempronio was now gon to haſten her, but being

Ships, under the Command of Don Diego Pimentel, 
and Don Pedro de Leyva ; and it fell to our Compa- 
nies Lot to be put Aboard. We departed Mæſina 


upon Saturday in the Evening, and came that 


Night to an Anchor at Rijoles, on the Coaſt of 
Calabria, and Sail'd again in the Morning. My 


Maſter order'd me to take my Poſt in the Cooks 


Room, and Dreſs the Meat for his Meſs; and I 
thinking it a mighty Inſtance of the Inconſtancy 
of Fortune, to fall at once from a Sub- Euſgn to be 
Cook, could not but remember the Saying of Solon, 
That no Man can be call'd Fortunate before Death 
And tho? it griev'd me to the Heart to-Condeſcend 
to ſuch a mean Employment, yet Conſidering 


that a Cook is a good Trade, and can always lick 


his Fingers, I ſubmitted without ſpeaking one Word, 
and in a very few Days was ſo Excellent at my 


Proteſſion, that I might have been Maffer-Cook to 


the Cham of Tartary. 


Having paſe'd the Mouth of the Gulph of Venict; | 


and ſcouring along the Coaſt of Greece, we took a 
Bark belonging to the Greeks, in Sight of Port 
Aaina, which is on the Eaſt-ſide of the Bay of

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Coron. For my own Particular, I ſtood abſolutely . 


Neuter during all this War, for I never Concern'd 
my ſelf with any thing but filling my Belly; my 
Poſt was in the Cook-Room, my Ladle was my Wea- 
por, and my Pot my Cannon; and ſo always told 


them, when any Enemy appear'd, or other Work 


Was to be done. My chiet Care was to ſecure the 
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beit place at the Fire for my Pot; to which pu. 
poſe II got up early, and was ever one of the firf 
An the Cook-Room, being always provided with a2 
Pocket-full of the beſt Biſkets; and when there 
was any thing to do more than Ordinary, that 
they call'd all Hands aloft, then would I ſkim all 
the Fat off their Pots into mine, with ſuch Dexte. 
Tity; that it was done before I could well imagine 
it my ſelf. But where I found any thing extraox. 
dinary belonging to the Prime Officers, there would 
T dip in my hard Biſket, by way of Bruzce, and if 
any Body happen'd to come too quick upon me, [ 
ſometimes clap'd it as it was into my Boſom ſo 
Hot, that at firſt I was all over Bliſters, till by 
degrees Uſe harden'd my Hide, and it had no more 
feeling than a Monkey has on his Breech, ſo that it 
was rather a Pleaſure than a Pain to me. Theſ 
well Soak'd Biſkets, and what elſe ſtuck to my 
Ladle, always ſerv'd me for Breakfaſt; yet I can. 
not deny but that the Centinel ſometimes would 
catch me in Flagranti, and then, laying hold of the 
Skimmer, gave me three or four good Raps to qua. 
Iifie his Paſſion, but ſtill I kept my Savoury Bit, 
Conſidering, That there is no Convemency without 
ſome Inconveniency; Nor is it eaſie to catch Fiſh with

ferv'd me a long time to ſtay my Stomach befor 
Meat, and for a Deſert after it. One of the Barks 
Oirverſet, through the Eagerneſs of the Men Board. 
ing her for Plunder, and moſt of thoſe Greedy 
Hounds became a Prey to the Sharks. I, being Peace- 
ably given, and not over fond of Honour, kept 


cloſe in my Cook-Room, alledging that the Air ot 
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the Sea did me harm. We went to Water at

Tie was run into the — and he could not find 
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Coftelroſſo, and the Turks being too hard tor us, | 


came off with a Flea in our Ears, making out to 
Sea again, where we were Maſters. Thence we 
made for S. John de Pate, on the Coaſt of Greece, 
where they Talk'd Greek to us, but were as Sharp as 
Jews; my Curſe on the Kindneſs of all Countries 
that are under Contribution, I mean on this, which 


pays Contribution to the Turk, for I have nothing 


to lay to others. 


Returning to Port Maina, we lay'd in Proviſion 


of Quai les, Pickl'd up and Barrell'd like Anchovies, 
which is a great Trade in that Country, where, 


tho' I thought my ſelf Sharp enough to have dealt 


with the Devil, they Cheated me as cleverly, as if 


T had been a Naked Indian. My Maſter gave me 
half a Dozen Pieces of Eigbt, and order d me Aſhore 
to get in ſome freſh Proviſions. I did ſo, and found 
abundance of Country Fellows by the Town, with 


| 


every one a Sheep, and as much Cunning as 2 


Crocodile. I thought it better to Buy one of them, 


being cloſe by the Galleys, than to go a Mile to the 


Town, and have the Trouble of bringing it fo far; 


and accordingly coming up to one of the Peaſants, 
Bargain'd with him to give a Piece of Ezght for 
his Sheep, which I thought a Choice one. The 
Sharper took my Money with his Right-hand, and 


made thow with the Left as if he would have deli- 


ver d me the Horned Beaſt, which when I went to 


lay hold of, he let go, and away the Wild Devil 
ran Skipping and Bouncing towards the Town, 
The Cheating Seller whipt after it, like an Arrow 
out of a Bow, pretending to catch it, and I made 


after him as Nimbly to retrieve my Piece of Eight. , 
The Sheep ſcour d, the Owner ran, and I flew with 
fuch Swiftneſs, that I overtook him in a thick 
Wood, that was about half way from the Port to 


the Town. I aſk'd for my Sheep, he anſwer'd, 


bim :

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bim : Then I demanded my Money, to which he 
reply*d, That à Bargain was 4 Bargain; and the Liſ; 
muſt lie where it lighted ; for be had done his Part in 
delivering the Beaſt and it was my Fart to take faf 

bold, aud ſecure it: The Knavery of the Clown put 

me into ſuch a Paſſion, that ſeeing him alone, and 

Unarm'd, I had the Courage to draw a little Rufly 
Sword I had brought from Aboard, thinking to 
fright him, and fo get my Money again; but I 
was quite out in my Meaſures, for as ſoon as the 
Bumpkin ſaw my Harmleſs Weapon Naked, he 
began to Cry out moſt Unmercifully, Help, Help, 
Murder, Thieves. At the firſt Noiſe their Ruſh'd a 
Gang of Ruſtick Savages out of the Thickeſt of the 
Wood; the Lord of his Mercy deliver all Good 
People from ſuch a Rabble Rout. They were all 
Arm'd with Bills and Fire-locks, and had hemm'd 
me in before I ſaw any of them; ſo that I was fal- 
len into the Hands of a Country Mob, which is the 
eateſt of all Misfortunes that can poſſibly befall 
an. One of them, who ſeem'd to be the Head 
Knave amongſt the reſt, came up and aſk'd my 
Innocent Judas, What it was that made bim cry out ſo 
bitterly? Who anſwer d, That be having Sold me 4 
Sheep, and receiv'd a Piece of Eight for it, I follow'd 
hin to take away the Money again; and that overtaking 
him in that Place, I demanded it with abundance of 
Threats and higb Words, and bad drawn my Sword to 
Kab aud Murder him, becauſe-be refus'd to part witb 
it. They, like a parcel of Scoundrels as they were,

ſelves for the Cheat put upon them, they duift not, bee 
cauſe their Commanders make Proclamation, . 168 
them, on Pain of Death, to offer am Violence to the 
Natives; being fearſul the Conntry ſhould take the 
Alarm, and binder them putting in there in Stormy 
Weather, and getting Water and freſh Proviſions. I 
than thank'd God I had eſcap d with my Life, 
and for living in an Ape when 1t is not only the 
Men that Cheat one another, but do teach the very 
Beaſts to deceive. them. I felt the Effects of my 
Adventure many Days, and ſhall never forget it 
as long as I live. PEN | | 

We had ſuch a dreadful Storm in this Port one 
Night, that the whole Fleet was in Danger of Pe- 
riſhing; for the Gallies, drove by the Violence of 
the Wind, and toſs'd by the Swelling Surges, broke 
all their Cables, and ran foul of one another, as if 


knocking off their Rudders, and tearing their 
SC 13 Sterus.

"  voutly ſaying, 4 Short Life and a Merry one. The 
Storm ceaſing, the Gallzes were refitted the beſt our 
Circumſtances would afford, and we ſtood about 
 Homeward, when we deſign'd to have made a much 
greater Progreſs. Some Maſters of Gallzes were put 
in the Bilboes, becauſe they had told the Admirals 
they had three Months Proviſion Aboard, whereas 
they had not enough for fix Weeks; a Fraud which 
has obſtructed the gaining of many Victories, and 
diſappointed ſeveral great Deſigns; and I could 
ſay very much to this purpoſe, not only of Ma. 
ſſters of Gallies, but of Governours of Towns, Conſta- 
bles of Caftles, and Commiſſaries of Proviſions ; who 
value their Intereſt above their Honour However, 
It is not proper to mix ſuch Serzous Matters among 
my Anaviſb Pranks, or to interrupt my Diverting 
Relation with ſuch unpleaſing Diſcoveries, Lea - 
ving behind us the Grecian and Turkiſh Shores, and 
paſling by the famous Mount ÆAtua, we arriv d at 
Melina, with all our Colours, Jacks, and Pendant: 
flying. Saluted the City with Volleys of roaring 
Cannon, and receiv'd an equal return in Noi ſe, Fire, 
and Smoke, Prince Philibert Emanuel, the General- 
z imo, came down to the Shore, and not only Ap- 
lauded, but Rewarded both Officers and Soldiers. 

Moſt of the Gallies were ſent away to their ſeveral 

Ports, particularly thoſe belonging to the Great 

Duke ot Tuſcany, only five and twenty remaining 
at Meſſina, on which his Highneſs Embark d; and 
leaving that Populous City, we SaiPd for Palermo, 

to enjoy the Dainties that place affords, We ſtay d 

21 Days at Melazzo for fair Weather. In this — 
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there is 4 Church of the Invocation of St. Fanſous, 
the Curer of Pockey Sores, Scabs, and Botches; for 
here they go Pray to that Saint, and then covering 


themſelves with the Sand on the Shore, and pour- 
ing ſome of the Sea Water over it, in a very thort 


time there iſſue out abundance of Worms from their 
Sores, whether old or new; and they are perfectly 


Heal'd of that Fæffilential Diſtemper. Being at 
that time well lin'd with warm Vine of the beſt, I 


had no need of this Miracle; and tho? there had 


been occaſion for it, I had rather have been cover'd alt 
over with Sores, like Fob, than conſent to have my 
Body defiPd with the moſt Contemptible Element 


of Mater; but had the Saint made his Miracle like 
that of the Wedding in Galzlee, and converted the 


Pater of that Harbour into Generous Vine, I would 
certainly have quitted the Gallies, and forſaken the 
World, to become an A4nchorite in that Holy Place, 
there to do Pennance for my Sins in the Charming 
Deſart of the Saint's Cellar.

| Proceeding on our Voyage to that Delightful | 


Metropolis of Palermo, an unexpected Misfortune 
befel me in my ſo much admir'd Cook-Room, which 
quite threw me out of all, and was thus. One Morn» 
ing, being the laſt Day of our Voyage, going to put 
on the Pot with the little Meat I had left of our 
Store, I firſt threw it into the Bucket, and reach- 
ing out at the Head for ſome Water to waſh it, 
there came a furious Wave, drove by a ſudden Guſt 


of Wind, which carry'd away both Bucket and 


Meat, and wath'd me all over from Head to Foot. 
I was not willing my Maſter ſhould go without 
his Dinner, nor was there any thing to be bought

| _ They all commended the Dreſſing of the 

Meat, crying me up for the beſt Cook in the Fleet. 
By that time we had taken away, the Captain's 
Cloth was laid, and his Servant having left Ply, 
brought in his Fafting-Fot ; he ſet it down, took of 
the Lid, and going to Diſh about the Soup, on a 
ſudden ftood like a Stock, as if he had been Thun. 
der- truck. The Captain ſeeing him in that Poſture, 
and without any Motion, aik'd him, hat was the 
matter, thinking he had not been well. He fee 
ing that Metamorpbofis, anſwer'd, That without doubt 
the Galley was becume an Inchanted Caſtle, /ince he 
bimſel f was turn d into a Stock or Stone, and the 
Meat in the Pot into Poor- Jack.

Poor- Jack among the Galley-Slaves. As he was going, 
in a Melancholy Poſture, with the empty Pot to- 
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wards bis Cabbin, one of the Slaves, who had 
ſome ſhare of the For- Juck, perhaps out of Grati- 
tuds for the Kindneſs receiv d, told him, That I had 
been the Contriver of that Miſchief, and wrought the 
Miracle of converting Fleſh into Fiſh, to mortifie the 
Captain, for he bad ſeen me manage the whole Intrigue, 
and tumble owe out into the other.

Thus Men riſe who bee 
have themſelves well in their Employments, and are 
careful to pleaſe their Superiors. I was Bare-foor, 
half-Naked, and as Black as a Collier, when I en- 
ter d upon my new Charge, where I far'd not ſo 
well as in the Kztchenz; for Places of Honour are 
not often ſo | Profitable as thoſe of leſs Reputation, 
and nothing could ſtick to me but the Duſt of the 
Houſe, whereas, before, I never wanted a Sop in the 
Pan, or other Perquzſites. Fortune ſo order'd it that 
the Cardinal's Servants undertook to Act a Play on 
His Eminency's Birth-Day; and in Diſtributing the 
Parts, they pitch'd upon me to repreſent a Young 
King of Leon, either becauſe I was Young, or for 
being deſcended from the Renowned Pernan Gonza- 
les, who, as I ſaid before, was my Progenitor, and 
Earl of Caftile, before there were Kings of that 
Country, I took care to learn my Part, and per-

When the Day of the 
Solemnity came, a Stately Theatre was Erected in 
the largeſt Room in the Palace, making a Wood of 
Green Boughs at the End next the Attiring-· Roon, 
where I was to lye aſleep, and Moors to come and 
carry 'me away Captive. My Lord, the Cardinal, 
Invited all the Men of Quality, and Ladies of the 
Court to this Diverſion. Our Merry- Andrew Actors 
Dreſs'd themſelves like ſo many Fack-Puddings, and 
all the Palace was Richly hung and Adorn'd. They 
put me on a very fine Cloth Suit, half cover'd with 

Ridh Silver-Loops, and Lac'd down the Seams, 
which was as good as giving me Wings to take my 
Flight, and be gone. Seeing my ſelf in ſuch Equi- 
page as I had never known before, I thought not 
fit to return to my Rags again, but reſolv'd to ſhift 
for my felf. The Play began at Three in the After- 
noon, the Audience conſiſting of all the Flower of 
the City. The Manager of the Repreſentation was 
__ {fo Active and Watchful, becauſe he had Hir'd my 
_ Cloaths, and was bound to ſee them forth come 
ing, that he never ſuffer'd me to go out of his Sight. 
When they came to that Part where I was to ap- 
pear as if I had been Hunting, and then to lye 
down in the Wood, pretending Wearzneſs and Sleep; 
I xepeated a few Verſes, and thoſe who came out 
with me upon the Stage having left me, I turn d 
Into that Green Capſe, where it cannot be fe! 
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was taken Napping, for going in at one End I fol- 
low'd a narrow Path that was left among the 
Boughs, to the other End of the Theatre, whence 1 
lip'd down, and going along under it to the Door 
of that great Hall, bid thoſe who ſtood about it, 
make way; for I was going to ſhift my Cloaths. 
Upon this they all let me paſs, I made but two 
Steps down the Stairs, and flew along the Streets 
like an Arrow out of a Bow, till I came to the Sea- 


| Shore, whither I had Steer d my Courſe in hopes of 


ſome Conveniency to carry me off. I was told af- 
terwards, when I return'd to Palermo, That at the 
time when I quitted the Stage, there came out half 
a Dozen Chriflian Moors, well ſtuff d with Gammon . 
of Bacon, and encourag'd with Rich Hizey who 
coming to the Wood to ſeize their Prize, thinking 
I had been there, 'cry'd out with a loud Voice, 
Toung Chriftian King appear; to which, I ſuppoſing 
them to be my Servants, was to anſwer, Is it time 
to move?

was very diligent, repeating what I was to ſay, as 
believing I had forgot my ſelf, tho he was much mi- 
ſtaken, for I had all my Buſineſs freſh in my Head; 


The Moors being tir d with Expectation; and con- 
cuding I had really fallen aſleep, when I ought on- 
ly to Counterfeit, went into the Imaginary Wood, 
and found no Footſteps: of a King. They were all 
amazid, there was no proceeding on the Play; ſome 
ran about calling upon me, and others went to en- 
qure after my Majeſty, whilſt he, who had engag'd

and in the Shop my Buſineſs was to warm the 
Water, and look to the Fire.

leading me to ſee Milan, and to break out of the 
Encloſure I was in, I concluded to be no longer an

Glifter-Pipes, ſo I left off being Surgeon's Mate, to be 
an Enfign's: Follower. We, Embark*'d Ahoard the 
Gallies, and came ſafe into Lombardy without any 
Diſaſter, or other Memorable Accident. Our Quar- 
ters were in a Village calPd Lacofta, where we fed 
upon the Fat of the Land, and I perceiy'd that was 
'2 better way of Living than Surgery, had we been 
always upon the poor Faſant. Our Regiment was 
order d to March into the Lon - Countries, whick 
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went to my very Soul, becauſe the way was long, 
and we had none but St. Francis's Horſe to Ride. 
There was à Soldier in our Company who had 
ſery'd in thoſe Parts during the Truce; him I in- 
vited to take a couple of Bottles of Vine, to give me 
ſome Account of the Country we were going to. 
When he was well Elevated, I began to ſpeak to 
him about our intended March to fee the Court of 
Bruſſels; and he making abundance of Bows, and 
clipping his Words, anſwer'd, My Dear Friend, be 


advis d by me, and do what you will ; but as for Flan«

Danger of my Life, if I ſhould happen to be taken, made 
mi eſcape out of Guelders in a Fryars Habit, that J 
might not be known by the Guards at the Gate; whence, 
with much Dificulty, and many Hardſhips, I came into 
this Country, which, tho' Cold, is nothing to compare to 
the other, as you may eafily gueſs by this Story I have told 
you as a Friend. I thank'd him for his Informati- 
on, and gave ſo much Credit to his Monſtrous Fa- 
ble, that I Debauch'd half the Company, perſwad- 
ing them to go ſeek out for a warmer Country; 
and taking away with me fifteen New-rais'd Run- 
away UnſettÞd Rakes, that had been pick d up about 
Naples, I led them away towards Rome, to make 2 
General Confeſion, and gain Plenary Indulgence, and 
Remiſton of all their Sinn.

F Eing come to Barcelona, I fiay'd there ſome 
Days to reſt me after my tedious Voyage, 
and then went to wait upon a Lady as tar 

ſt, as Zaragoza, having ſcrap'd Acquaintance with 

her by Iying in the ſame Lodging. She was Na- 
turally fo Generous, and fond of pleaſing all Men, 
and refuſing nothing that was alle of her, that 
by virtue of her Favours and Kindneſs on the 
Road, I was kept two Months Gratis in the Hoſpi- 
tal of our Lady of Grace, which 1s one of the Rich- 
eft in all Spain, and where the Sick are moſt Cha- 
ritably Attended, and moſt Plentifully Treated. 

N When perfectly recover'd, I got into a Cart, or 

Waggon, that was full of Fryars, and Ladies of Plea- 

ſure, a ſort of Loading they never fail of. In it I 

went to Madrid, being inform'd that City was a 

Nurſing Mother to all ſorts of People. The next 

Day after I came to this Royal Court, I took up 

to wait on one who had ſome Buſineſs to follow 

there, and much more of that than of Money, 

He allow'd me Six Pence a Day Board-Wages, 

which I ſpent every Morning at Breakfaſt, and all 

the reſt of the Day champ'd upon the Bit, like a 

Carrier's Horſe. My Maſter always Din'd late, 

as is uſual among Men of Buſineſs; and was, fo 

cract in all he did, that for fear of exceeding either 
in Weight or Meaſure, he fed by the __ _ 
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drank out of a Thimble ; beſides, he was ſo Clean. 
ly, that it could never be ſaid his Servants lick'q 
the Diſhes, for they came from him ſo Neat and 
Bright, that the Maids had ne trouble to waſh 
them. Finding no hopes of a Liver), but that I 
. began to grow Mangy, and my Guts dwindled to 
Fiddle-ftrings, I decreed to put my ſelf into the 
Habit of a Flgrim, whatever came of it, ſo to Viſit 
the Shrine of Santiago, or St. James, the Apoſtle 
and Patron of Spain, in Galicia, and ſee my Parents 
Native Country ; but chiefly that I might eat at 
all Hours of the Day, and not faſt continually, 
IT put my ſelf into a Pilgrims Garb, with a lon 
Caſſoch, a large Rochet, a Luſty Staff, and a Conſi- 
derable Calabaſh. In this manner I went to the 
Imperial City of Toledo, where having got my Li- 
cenſe, or Orders to proceed on my Journey, I re- 
turn d to [eſcos, to Viſit a Miraculous Image there 
is in that Place, and coming back to Madrid, ſet 


out thence for the Eſcurial, that Amazing Stru - 


cture, the Work of King Philip the Second, where 
Apelles is out-done in Painting; Lyfppus in Care 
ving; and all the Monarchs of the World in 
Grandeur and Expence. The Reverend Fryar: 
gave me an Alms of Soup, and an Allowance of 
Wine, which Charity they afford to all Paſſengers. 
Thence I proceeded to Segoviz, and having Reſted 
there three Days in the Hoſpital, held on my way 
to Valladolid, and there joyn'd Company with two 
Devout Pilgrims, Bound the ſame way with me 

and tho? not of the ſame Quantity, they were of 


the fame Quality and Behaviour with me. One 


of them was a French Man, the other. a' Genoeſe, 
and I a Galician Roman; but all of us fo well ſxill d 
in the Art of Idleneſs and Knavery, that we could 
have Inſtructed the Sharpeſt Giphez and in ſhort, 
ſo it was, that very few eſcap'd our Slight af 
Hand. We knew ons anothers Diſpalitions f 
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frſt Sight, as well as if we had been one Mother's 
Children; fo that being Born under the ſame In- 
fluences, and conſequently perfectly agreeing in 
our Inclinations, we enter'd into a ſtrict Alliance, 
and contracted Partnerſhip at Loſs and Gain, in all 
Accidents that might befal us during our Journey, 
obſerving all the Rules of good Fellow/hip; and that 
we might be the more ſtrictly bound to keep them 
the Genoeſe, as being a Man of moſt Experience, in 
2 Brotherly Tone, acquainted us with all the Cere- 
monies and Obſervations of the Mumping courſe of 
Life. He ſet it off with ſo many fine Epithets, and 
aſſign'd it ſuch Exemptions, that I would have re- 
ſign d all the Lofty Titles and Grandure of the 
Mightieſt Potentate in Europe, to enjoy its Privi- 
ledges and Immunities. Our Scoundrel Orator having 
concluded his Harangue, beſides the Pleaſure we re- 
ceiv'd in hearing of it, we found it had taken ſuch 
Root in our very Hearts, that we would have un- 
dertaken not only to have Repeated, but even to put 
in Practice the moſt Minute Article he handled ; 
eſpecially, when inſtead of coming off with a Flou- 
riſh, like other Rhetoricians, he put an End to it, 
ſaying, Tho“ the Houſe be in a Flame, beſure that no 
Smoke be ſten Abroad; for which he was highly 
applauded, and we remain'd intirely ſatisfy d. 
Having furnith'd our Calabaſhes at Diſcretion, we 
ſet forward on our Pilgrimage with ſuch Zeal, that 
our longeſt Days Journey never exceeded two 
Leagues, left we ſhould make a Toil of a Pleaſure, 
By the way we gather'd the Solitary Grapes, and 
took up the Stray Fowl; by which, and other Con- 
trivances, we were full of Money, and never want= 
ed plentiful Alms ; always Eating the choice white 
Bread that was given us, and Selling all that was 
Brown, Burnt, or ill-Bak'd, at the Hoſpitals to feed 
Chickens, or make Bruis. With this tort of hard 
Fare we paſs d thro Benavente, and came to Oronſh, 
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where my Companions, who were no Strangers on 
that Road, told me, That all Pilgrims what ſoever 
waſhd their Bodies and their Souls at Santiago. The 
meaning of it was, that in this City there are Spring 
of extraordinary het Water, which ſerve the Na. 
tires to Bath in. Here the poor Pilgrims waſh 
themſelves and their Linnen, and at Santiago con. 
feſling, and receiving the Bleſſed Sacrament, they 
cleanſe their Souls. Being reſolv'd not to loſe any 
Advantage that was to be had, we laid our Bodies 
in Steep here, as if they had been Salt-Fi/h, and 
without putting our ſelves to the Expence of Soap, 
made our Shirts as white as if the beſt Laundre; 
had order'd them. In fine, we came to the City of 
Santiago, or Compoſiela, which I will not undertake 
to commend as it deſerves, for fear I ſhould be 
look'd upon as Partial, becauſe I have ſomething in 
me of. a Galician, We here brought our Conſcience 
into ſome Compaſs, which before had known no 
Bounds; and performing the Duty of Chriſtian, 
that pretend to Viſit that Holy Place, we became 
on a ſudden fo Preciſe, that having left off our L. 
gerdemain, we began to fall away, and look Pale; 
upon which Conſideration, and in regard that abun- 
dance of P:lgrims reſort to that City, and there are 
few to relieve them, I bid adieu to my Comrades, 
and being willing to Ramble, and live upon pre- 
tended Holineſs, took my way towards the King- 
dom of Portugal. At Pontevedra, a Town abound- 
ing in Excellent Fiſh, I Eat halt a Pannier of Fil. 
chards for my Supper, to the great Amazement of 
all that beheld me, who thought there had been 
enough to give a Whale a Breakfaſt.

We practic*d this Knaviſþ 
way of Profitable Begging 12 days, miſerably Lament 
ing, and Selling our Goods, till on the laſt of them, 
my Frenchman being in the Market-Place of a 
Town, roaring like a Turkifþ Prieft on the Top of 
a Steeple, a Rag-Broker of a Neighbouring Towy, 
to whom, the Night before, we had Sold a Cargo of 
Old Trumpery, and who was come thither about 
ſome Buſineſs, and had ſeen us in another Habit on 
the way, drew near to give him an Alms; and be- 
ing ſatisfy d, upon a full View, that it was the 
fame Man, he inform d the Magiſtrates, and they 
changing the Compaſion they had before into An- 
ger, carry'd him away to Goal with as much Mi ſe 
and Confufion, as the Devils do the Soul of a Taylor. 
Another Mumper, who, under colour of going to finiſh 
his Studies at Salamanca, frequented the Monaſte- 
ries for a Dinner by Day, and Hoſpitals for Lodg- 
ing at Night, being preſent when he was taken up, 
gave me the Information, not thinking that I was 
a Party concern d. | . ä 
Experience having taught me to look to my own, 
when my Neighbour's Houſe is on Fire, tho it then 
Rain'd whole Buckets, or pour d down Hoglheads,

Town about the time when Bats fly in the Streets, 


and Cut-Purſes ply in the Woods, after enquiring 
the way to Zlvas, March'd away like a Soldier that 
had been at free Plunder, When I had FravelPd 
abont two Leagues, being directed by a Light, I 
diſcover'd at a diſtance, and thinking it to be a

ney, I found a Gang of the Sharpeſt Gipfes in Chri- 
ftendom, who, that very Night, had carry d off two 
Mules, and five Aſſes from under the Walls of the 
City. They not being able to Travel any further 
by reaſon of the Darkneſs of the Night and violent 
Rain, had halted in that Deſart Place, and lighted

\ diſmal Sighs, as mov'd the very Trees to pity, ſee-

I lik'd 0 

the Propoſal, and accordingly accepted of it, th 

Raying with him aboye Twenty Days, and had W 

every one of them three Meals to my Hearts Con- M 

tent. However, that Solitary Country Life not Ml ® 
agreeing with my Conſtitution, the Weather being be 

extream Cold, and no Taverns to be found ; and a 
deſides, thinking it a Sin to receive more Wages - 


than the Olives I gather'd were worth ; for I rather 
Hinder'd the other Gatherers than did any good, U 
On the firſt Holiday I receiv'd what my Maſter . 
ow'd me, and went away towards Sevil, as well 
Clad as my Stock would bear. I came to Merida, 
where is the well known Bridge, and common 
Paſſage over the River Guadiana, at the time when Ml '7 
a Monaftery of Poor Clares was juſt Built, and there 4 
happening to be a Scarcity of Labourers, I being 10 
weary of Travelling, ſtay'd there, and took up to 


Work under the Maſons. They allow'd me three 4 
Roals, that is Eighteen Pence, a Day Wages ; and 1 


the Good Mother Prioreſs taking me for an Inno- 
cerit Soul, would ſuffer no other to go into. the th 
Houſe to fetch out the Lime that had been left , 
there. This Employment took me up ſome part Ye 
of the Day; and every time I went-into the Mor i 
5 SY 7 1-05 any 
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naftery, the Nun that was Porter went before me, 
Ringing a little Bell for the other Religious Nomen 
to get out of the way; but, I believe, they ſome- 
times miſtook the meaning, for many of them, 
pitying the Hardſhips I underwent, inſtead of 
withdrawing, would come and give me what Alms 
their Poverty afforded, adviſing me to go Home, 
and not continue ſuch a miſerable Cour ſe of Life. 
In this Town a Comical Accident befell me, which 
was thus; One Morningian Honeft Farmer took 
me to a Cellar he had, to fill a Skin witly” 
Wine, and carry it Home. We taſted all the 
Pieces to try which was beſt, till my Brains began 
to be Addle with Sipping; then he ſet me to hold 
the Skin with a large Funnel at the mouth of it, 
whillt he laded the Wine out of a great Jar with a 
Mug into the Skin. Every time he turn'd to lade 
out of the ſaid Jar, I ſtoop'd down to the Funnel, 
and clapping my mouth to it, ſuck*d, ſo that as 
he fill'd his Skin, I ſtuff d out mine. When he 
had done, he ty d it faſt, and laid it on my Back, 
that it might be ſaid the Skins of Wine lay one 
upon another in his Cellar. No fooner was it on 
my Shoulders, but I gave way and ſunk under the 
Burden; the weight of the Wine without being 
too great for that within. The Farmer try d ta 
lift me up, but in vain, for my Head was too hea- 
vy for him; beſides that, my Belly was like the 
great Tun at Heydelberg. In fine, he went inta 
the Street and got a Man to carry the Skin, and 
four others to hoiſe me out. By meer Strength of 
Arms they ſet me down in the Street on my Feet, 
which not being able to Support me, becauſe I was 
like a Fiſh out of the Water, I lay'd me down, 
and tho' the Roys play'd me a Thouſand Pranks, * 
the Men Scoff d at me, and the Maid-Servants 
pour'd Buckets of Water to cool my Carcaſs, I 
dept there like a Dormouſe all that Day and the

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next Night, and thought it a wonder that 1 u 
Wak'd the next Morning at Eleven of the Clock, R 
Finding my ſelf well Scour'd with Dz/b-water, and al 
my Pockets left clear, I got up the belt I could, o 
with a great Attendance of School-Bays, and others m 
of the Young Fry,and made away into the Fields, al. bi 
molt ont of Countenance, aſking thoſe who met, Ml v 
o_ Laugh'd at me, What made them Abroad fo Ml bi

J held on my intended Journey for Sevil, and 21 
ſtaysd a Week at Cazalta, helping ſome Carriers of Ml al 
Conftantina to Load Wine, and every Day got a m 
Fox by the Tail, and was as Drunk as David's Ml tt 
Sow. Thence I went to Alcala del Rio, which is Ml & 
two Leagues from Sevzl; and as I was going over Ml 21 

2 Ferry there is in that Place, a Countryman aſk'd G 
| me, Yhether I wanted a Maſter? I told him I did; Nea 
and he carry'd me half a League off, where he left a 

me with a Goat- Herd that belong'd to him, to look Ml © 

to a Flock of Gcats. When he took his Leave, he bt. 
bid me be of Good Chear, and behave my ſelf Ml of 
well, and perhaps, in time, I might riſe to be Goat. to 
Herd I cannot but think I might have been fo, C 
had not God been pleas'd to keep me in my Wits, MW V 
and put it into my Head never to Marry. That . 
Day at Noon we Din'd upon a poor ſort of Soup, 6 
or Pottage, made of Oyl, Vinegar, Water and Salt, 8 
which chill'd my Guts; and at Night, we Suppd in 
upon another as bad, with the Addition of ſome Wh 0! 
Garlick, which quite confounded my Bowels ; and 41 
the worſt of it was, that a Colts Hide ſerv'd us for *. 
u Cellar, and under it we had two Fars cover'd i be 
with Sheep-Skins, and in them, inſtead of Ribadavia i ©! 
Wine, no other Liquor than ſuch as ran in the i. 
River Guadalquivir. Now I being us'd to better &. 
Drink, and daintier Food, ſoon Repented that 1 *. 
had gone half a League out of my way, and there- W 4 
fore leaving my Comrade faſt aſleep, and getting 
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up two Hours before Day, I pick d out the beſt 
Kid in the Flock, laid it on my Back, and tho 
aſham'd to be ſeen with the young Sprouting Horns 
on my Head, for the Goat ling was pretty large, I 
made ſuch halle, that I got to Sevil very. early, 
but at an unlucky Time, as being the Seaſon 
when that great River Guadalguivir overflows; 
but the Flood had then been two Days falling. I 
Sold my Kid for four Royals, that is two Shillings,

and Refreſh'd iny weary Body with Raw Oyſfers, 


and Prawns Dreſs?d with Sowre Sauce; taking up 
my Lodging in the Street calPd de la Galera, or 
the Galley- Street, where Perſons of my Quality 
generally are Entertain'd. In the Morning I went 
away to the Monaſtery of the Cartbuſians,where thoſe 
Good Men gave me ſome Peaſe-Soup, for they never 
eat Fleſh, and a Portion of Wine; beſides, they 
allow'd me two Royals, or twelve Pence a Day, to 
carry the Mud out of their Cellar, which had been 
brought in by the Inundation. Being ſoon weary 
of Working in an empty Cellar, and having only 
to do with the Watery Element, I return'd to the 
City, where meeting with a Fellow that Sold 
Water about the Streets, whom I look'd upon to be 
a Man of Parts, becauſe he had a Beard like a 
Gooſes-'Tail, I deſir'd him to adviſe me how I might 
get a Living there, and avoid the Alguazi les look- 
ing into the Palms of my Hands every Day, with- 
out being Fortune-Tellers. He, without Conſulting 
any Books, told me, That tho' the Wine Sold there 
vas Delicious, Rich, and Nouriſbing, yet there was a 
very good Trade of Water, becauſe the Country was ex- 
cſrve hot, and the Number of the Inhabitants prodi« 
gious ; befides that, there was no need of any great 
Kock, or being made Free to follow that Trade, tho' it 
vas as neceſſary as any other. I approv'd of his 
Advice; and buying a Pitcher, and two 0 
E _— Glaſſes 
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Glaitcs, ſet up tor 2 W ater-Carrier, and Liſted my 


ſelt among thoſe of the Proteſhon. I began to Sell 


Water drawn out of a Well there was in the Houſe 


of a Portugues, ſo very Cold, that it ſeem'd to be 


melted Snow brought off the Appeni ne Hills. Eve- 
ry Pitcher full coſt me but a Farthing, and I made 


_ a Shilling of it; perſwading all that drank of it, 
that II brought it from the Foplar- Grove, which is 
without the City, and has a Curious Fountain; 


and the better to Authorize the Lye, had always 


2 Green Bough on my Pot, which I took from the 
next Tree, and that was a Confirmation of its 
coming from the Place where it had never been; 
the Bough being not only an Ornament, but a 
Counterteit Certificate of what I falſely affirm'd. 


Some Curious Perſons would aſk; How my Vater 
came to be colder than other Mens, who brought it from 


the ſame Place? And I perſwaded them, that to 
get a better Trade, I kept it all the Morning in 
Snow, and ſo in the Afternoon, whilſt I Sold one 


Pitcher, another ſtood a cooling; and the quick 


Sale anſwer d the Expence. By this Contrivance 


I Sold more Water in a Day, than others of the 
Trade did in a Week; took leſs Pains; and had a 


better Name. Every Evening I reſorted to the 
Play- Hon ſe, where the Gentlemen finding me Sharp 
and Impudent, ſent me with Meſſages to the La- 


dies, under Colour of giving them to Drink. The 


Men drank to pleaſe me, and the Women did the 


of my Cuſtomers were continually comp 


ſame to keep in with me; fo that I had two Trades 
at once, and got by them both; for beſides their 
giving me Ten times the Value of the Water, they 
rewarded me Generouſly for fetching and carrying. 


1 lik'd this Employment fo well, that I had never 
left it, but that the Pitcher was heavy, and the 


Summer did not laſt all the Year. A Thouſand

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That they had the Gripes. and their Stomachs wers de- 
prav d ; which I always attributed to other Diſ- 
orders they committed, but was ſenſible it was 
caus?d by the Coldneſs of the Well Water. 
Some of the Vater - Carriers, iu the Morning, when 
that Trade was not in uſe, Sold Preſerv'd Oranges, 
which afforded them a reaſonable Profit; and I, 
either not to be out done, or to carry on my De- 
ſigns, apply'd my ſelf at once to Sell three ieveral 
Commodities, advantagious to the Purſe, and fit 
to procure admittance in all Parts, under which 
Pretence I had the Opportunity of carrying on In- 
trigues with the moft Reſervd Maids, and put- 
ting Tricks upon the Jealouſeſt Huſbands... My 
Goods were Waſh-Balls, Tooth-Pickers and Tooth- 
Powder. I made my Vaßb- Balls of common Soap 
ſcrap d, Bean Flower, and Oyl of Lavender; and 
perſwaded the Buyer that they came from Bolonia. 
The Tootb- Pickers I made of the Roots of Mallows, 
which I Boil'd in Wine and Dragon's Blood; and 
gave out they were made in Muſcovy. As tor the = 
Tooth Powder, I took up Pumice-Stones on the Banka 
of that Famous River, and when Pounded very 
fine, mix'd them with ſome Brick-Duſt, which 
turn'd the whole Maſs Red; and it paſs'd for pure 
TP Wi Coral Powder from the Levant. I fet up my little 
4 Mounteban s- Stage; and playing the Merry- Anderem 
he my ſelf, cry'd up my Rubbiſh ; extoll'd rhe Ver- 
he tues of it, and fold very Dear: For whoſoever has 
es a Mind to put off his Trumpery, and make a good 
Hand of it, muſt pretend his Traſh: comes fromm 
) Wl Japan, Peru, or Tartary, and call himſelf a Highs li 
German, or an Hungarian; becauſe all Nations under IJ 
er W value their own Product and Workmanſhip, tho“ 
never ſo excellent, and ſet a great Rate on Foreign 
Trifles. Thus I had high Prizes for all I Sold; 
85 perſwaded the People to Buy; and the Buyers — 

„„ „ make 
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make much of Nought. All my Ware tending to 
make fine Teeth, and white Hands; the Ladies 
were my beſt Cuſtomers, as leaſt acquainted with 
what I put upon them; but eſpecially the Adtreſe 
as being to ſhow in Publick every Day. There 
was at this time one of the beſt Companies of 
Players, that ever Diverted Spazn, in the City of 
Sevil, and the Head of them was a Man Famous 
for his Excellency that way. By virtue of my 
Scurvy Ware, I came acquainted with his imagi- 
nary Queens, and pretended Princeſſes, who being 
a ſort of Creatures nothing Covetous, but of a Ge- 
nerous Temper, I was well ſtock'd with their Pieces 
of Eight, and they with my Pumice-Stones and 
 Caftile-Soap; ſo that I may add this to all the 
other Honourable Exploits of the Family of Gon- 
zales, that I Cheated the Players, whereas they al- 
ways put upon thoſe who moſt value themſelves 
for their Cunning. One of theſe having a parti- 
cular Grace in Dreſſing to the beſt Advantage, 
inſinuating herſelf into the Hearts of thoſe who 
thought themſelves ſafeſt againſt the Arts of Love, 
Her Huſband, tho' he had not the three Theolog:cal 
Virtues, was poſſeſs d of the three greateſt Bleſſings 
belonging to his Profeſſion, for he had a Beautiful

I fancy'd 
that was an eaſie fort of Life, and that I might 
have the Satisfaction of Travelling all about the 
Country Free-Coft, which was the Rambling Life 1 
delighted in; and therefore would not be Stiff, nor 
expect they ſhould Court me to accept of what I 
Coveted, but conſented at firſt Word, deſiring onl

His ſtrange 
Advent ures in France and Italy; and how 
he was Condemn'd to Death at Barcelona. 


S ſoon as ever I diſcover'd the firſt Daun 
A of the Day, thro' a ſmall Lattice Window 
in my Lodging, I got up, full of Sorrow to 
think what a baſe return I had made my Miſtreſs 
for all her Kindneſs ; and conſidering the Danger I 
ſhould be in, when ſhe miſs'd the Petticoat, I des 
parted that Noble City, the Reſort of all Nations, 
and Treaſury of the New World; directing my 
Courſe towards Granada, to enjoy the Delights of 
that Charming Place. Travelling ſomewhat has 
ſtily, for fear of being follow*d, I ſoon overtook two 
of that fort of Soldiers, who are like Decoy-Ducks, 
and ſerve to draw in others at all times, when there 
are Levies. After ſome Diſcourſe, they told me, 
That they were Travelling towards the Town of Ara« 
hal, being inform'd that a Captain was there raiſing Men, 
and that none who were Lifted under bim _ ever 
vant, This made me alter my Deſign, and go 
along with them, every one paying his Club fairly 
by the way.

All 
the Day I rang'd with about a Dozen of Bullies a 
Catchpole- Hunting, running after Informers, and fer- 
retting of Trulls. At Night we made the Hens 
- Cackle, the Lambs Bleat, and the Pigs Squeak. 
When it was time for us to be Shipp'd off, we 
went away to Monturque, Puente de Don Gonzalo, 
Eſtepa, and Offuna, Robbing the Fields, Plundering 
the Cottages, Scouring. the High-ways, and De- 
vouring all where we came. My Comrades and [ 
went half a League before the Van Guard, preſſing all 
5 the Mules, Aſſes, and Horſes. I pretended to be 
V Quarter · Maſter, and. having no Baggage, we ſcrew'd 
I Money out of the Country People, which we di- 
vided among us, adviſing thoſe we had Pillag'd to 
get ont of the Road, for fear of meeting other Quar- 
ter-Maſters, that ſo no Complaint might reach my 
Captain.

ſbrugg'd his Shoulders, and made Faces at all the 
Company. The Ballad he was Crying, fer it was 


not Singing, began thus, 


Jou Chriſtians dear, that live in Sin, 
Awake out of your Sleep; = 
And to Repent betimes begin, 
Or you'll have caufe to Weep, 


He Sold off theſe wretched Rhimes ſo faſt, that, 5 


had not Night came on apace, he had certainl 
been rid of them all. The Audience withdrew wit 
their Verſes, and well pleas d by the Author and he 
deſcending trom his Tottering Stage, being doubly 
in the Dark, felt his way Home. I had thoughts 


once of becoming his Lazarillo, but conſidering I 
was too big to do the Office of a Blind Man's Dog, 
| 3 | 1 
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I deſiſted from that Project, and coming up, told 
him, That provided he would afford me a Penni« 


worth in his Ballads, I would buy a conſiderable 
Quantity of them, becauſe I was a Poor Young 


Stranger, and went from Place to Place to earn 
my Bread. He took Compaſſion, tho? not at the 


Sight of me, and anſwer'd. That they coft bim balf 


a Farthing a piece Printing, beſides the Charge of Car- 
 viage from Cordova, and, therefore, that we might all 

Live, I ſhould give him a Farthing and a half a piece. 
I reply'd, he was very reaſonable, and us'd me 


well; and I would go along with him where he 


pred, and take two Hundred of them, and pay 
him his Money Honeſtly. He bid me follow him 


to his Lodging, and taking up his Staff, began to 
Point every way, Banging the Doors, and Batter- 


ing the Stones, till he got Home. His Wife was ſo 
Ungain'd and III. favour'd, that it was God's great 


Mercy to make him Blind, that he might not ſee 


ſuch an abominable Creature; and beſides all theſe 
Perfections ſhe had two other, which were being 
Old and Deaf. As ſoon as ſhe ſaw her Huſband, 
ſhe took him by the Hand, led him into the Kit- 
chen; pull'd off his Cloak; laid aſide his Bag of 
Ballads; and ſeated him on a Chair, He bid her 
take two Parcels of his laſt Work, each of which

deliver them to me, and receive the Money, after 


the rate of a Farthing and a half a Piece.

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was, but lighting on me, and feeling my Cloak, 
took it for a Petticoat, and made Proclamation 
again, with ſuch a Voice as pierc'd both my Ears, 
and ſhe was amaz'd to fee us. I made Signs to 
her to draw near her Huſband, and undeceive him, 
and ſhe taking down a Tin Funnel, that hung 
upon a Nail, clapp'd the end of it into her Ear, 
and putting the wide part to her Huſband's mouth, 
alk'd him, Who I was? And what he bad brought me 
Home for ? He lifted up his Voice, directing it 
into the Tin Trumpet, and made the Houſe ring, 
giving her an Anſwer to her Queſtion, and direct- 
ing what ſhe was to do the third time. She took 
out the Bundles, and receiving the Money, deli. 
ver d them to me; and I went away to lie at the 
Hoſpital with my Cargo of Leaden Needles, and 
Scurvy Ballads. ET 1 

In the Morning early I left the Town; ftay'd 
ſome Days at Aguilar; and went to Lacena' and 
Cabra, Selling my Needles to the Young Women, 
and Singing my Ballads to the Old. And as the 
Saying 18, That when you ſee an Andaluzian, you 
muſt Bleſs your ſelf, as if you beheld the Devil A 
Man can never Bleſs himſelf ſufficiently to deal 
with thoſe Andaluxian Females, The Sly Jades 
would look me in the Face very Demurely, and 
Steal my Needles at the fame time, gathering in 
Cluſters about me, and Sharping like fo many 
Gipfies, My Papers of Needles were handed about 
from one to another, and every one made a Thou- 
land Trials of the Points, for which I gave them 
28 Many Curſes. I was amaz d to hear them Liſp _ 
o prettily, and ſee their becoming Airineſs; and 
whilſt I look'd to one, another whipp'd away ſome - 
of my Needles. Their Fingers were fo light, that 
there was no diſcovering what they did, for the 
Needles vaniſh'd, and I never could tell how they 
{nyey'd.;them away; but they would hold me 
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two Hours driving a Bargain, and at laſt buy 2 
Half-Penny worth ; fo that all I got I might put 
into my Eyes, and ſee never the worſe. The Old 
Women heard me Sing my Ballads, and when 1 
bad tore my Throat, and was ready to choak for 
Thirſt, they went away Mumbling, and would 
ſcarce buy two of them in a Parith ; fo that, the 
Country producing good Wine every where, ] 
Throve ſo well, that in a few Days I made even 
with the World. In ſhort. all went, and I was a 
Broken Merchant, whereupon I ſteer d my Courſe 
towards Gibraltar, reſolving, to Sharp along the 
Sea-Coalt. Being come 1n Sight of the Walls, I 
was informid that they there took up all Vaga- 

| bonds, and ſent them to Mamora. there to make 
Soidiers, or Pioneers of them. Knowing my ſeli to 
be a Party concern'd in that Order, rather than 
go into aCountry of Infidels, and Live hard, I went 
away to Savini lla, to follow St. Peter's Trade, and 
Rob the Sea of its Fiſh. There I agreed with a 
. Fiſherman for two ſmall Loaves a Day, and two 
Royals a Week; turn'd my Breeches; pull'd off 
my Stockins; and inſtead of a Band put on a 
Collar; which is the Badge of that Profeſlion ; 
and when I was to draw the Net, made as if I had 
laid all my Strength to it, and yet pull'd fo eaſily 
that it was rather a Diverſion than any Labour. 
When the Net came out, the Maſter walking about 
with a Cudgel, like a General's Staff, to ſee we 
play d him no foul Play, I employ'd my Feet to 
do what the Hands could not, watching his Eyes, 
and making abundance-of Legs, tho' there was no 
Man there that deſervd ſo much Reſpect, for 
every time he Jook'd aſide, I kick'd back a good 
Fiſh, and had a Comrade behind me who gather'd 
it up, and clapt all into his Boſom, or Breeches; 
and when I wanted that aſſiſtance, I ſcrap'd with 
my Foot ſo long in the Sand, till I had made a 
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deep hole, where I hury d the Fith, raking over the 
Sand again with both Feet, till it was well co- 
yer'd, and there left it till all the Company was 
gone. Sometimes the Carrjers would come and 
buy the Draught; and when it was theirs, I ſav'd 
my Feet the trouble, and ſtole twice as much with 
my Hands. It is certainly a miſerable thing to 
have to do with Baſe People, for as foon as ever the 
Fiſherman turn'd his Back, as baving diſpos'd of 
all his Cargo to the Carriers, we were ſure to 
Steal the third Part, tho” they were never ſo 
Cunning or Watchful. What I got by theſe Vailes, 
together with my Allowance, and Wages, main- 
tain'd me Comfortably, and I Slept undiſturb'd. 
Jealouſie did not keep me waking; I had no Cre- 
ditors to Dunn me; no Children to cry for Bread ; 

nor Servants to put me into a Paſſion ; ſo that 1 
car*d not a Straw whether the Turk had the better, 
or the Perſian the worſt, or what became of the 


World. I liv'd at my eaſe, and my Debts were 


paid; I valu'd not Pundillo's of Honour; and 
made a Jeſt of the Notions of Reputation ; fer in 
my Opinion there is no Life like that of a Rake, 
Being inform'd that at Malaga there were ſome 
Maſter Fiſhermen, who gave fifty Royals: down to 
any Recruit that would Liſt himſelf under their 
Nets, I left Savinilla, and went away to the Land 


of Figs and Raiſins, and the Country of Patatas, 


There I Enter'd my. ſelf a Slug, and receiv d Pay 
for doing nothing; but growing weary of going 
backwards, like a Rope-maker, I pretended 1 had 
Wounded a Auave, and took Sanctuary in a 
Church. When the Fiber man came to demand the 


Money he had given me back, I put him off, al- 


ledging, That the Wounded Man was not paſt the 
worſt ; and that as ſoon as the Surgeons declar d he 


and 
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and clear all T had receiv'd; but perceiving that 
he had made enquiry after the Patient, and hear. 
ing nothing of any ſuch Perſon, deſign'd to throw 
me into Goal, and therefore watch'd to catch me 
without the SanuFuary. I went down to the Mole 
one Evening, and finding there a French Veſſel juſt 


ready to Sail for the Weſtern Coaſt of France, 1 


perſwaded the Captain, that I had ſome Rich 

indred at Bourdeaux, who had ſent for me ; upon 
which Account he admitted me Aboard, and took 
very little fer my Paſſage; for it is Natural to 
Men of my fort to invent a Lye, and there is no- 


thing eaſter than to impoſe on an Honeſt Man, 


We paſſed the Mouth of the Streights, and had 2 


Storm till we came to Cape St. Vincent, whence we 


had a fair freſh Gale that carry'd us to St. Malo, 


on the Coaſt of Britany. In this Town there are 


four and twenty great Maſtiffs under the keeping 
of a Soldier, who feeds and looks to them; for 
there are Dogged Soldiers, as well as Private Sen- 
tinels. This Man every Evening weund a Cornet, 
or Horn, and as ſoon as ever the Dogs heard that 


| Horrid Noiſe, they all repair'd to one only Gate 


there is to the Town, where being turn'd out, they 
kept ſuch Guard, and went their Rounds fo. order. 


lv, that if any Stranger, not acquainted with the 


Cuſtom, happen'd to come near in the Night, they 
certainly ture him to pieces z by which means the 


Town is ſecur'd from Surprize, or any ſudden 


Contrivance of an Enemy. This Dog-Guard 
mounted every Night without ever deſiring to be 


advanc'd, or have any extraordinary Pay; and 


tho? they did conſtant Duty, they never complain'd. 


They were then raiſing Men by Beat of Drum in 


this Town, to go a Privateering againſt the Engs 


Ii, and gave every Man that Liſted a Piſtole in 


Hand : I being then ſpecial Poor, and in a ſtrange 
Country, thought fit to try all things, and leave 
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perpetual Memorial ot me in all Parts - and ac- 


"ingly laid hold of the Piltole, Lifted my ſelf, 
nd taking immediately to my Heels, the third 
bay in the Morning was at Caen in Normandy, 


yhere, that being a time of War, they took me 
or an Engliſh Spy, and I was receiv'd with a fu- 


jous Drubbing. After a tedious Impriſonment 
ame Good People procur'd my Enlargement, and 
was diſmiſs d. Then falling to my Old Trade, 
and repenting that I had left my Thriving Fil- 


vim s Habit at Liſbon, I got to Roan, the Metropo- - 
lis of Normandy, upon the famous River of Sinne. 


At one of the firſt Houſes there, I got a little Aſhes 


pon ſome frivilous Pretence, wrapp'd it up Curi- 


ouſly in white Paper, and put it in my Boſom, 
next my Heart; then going away to the Exchange 
where all the Merchants and Trading Men meet, I 
thruſt my ſelf in among a parcel of Portugues 
Dealers, not with a Deſign to divert them, but to 
do my own Buſineſs. I Saluted them with much 


Ceremony and Submiſſion, as is uſual with thoſe _ 


who expect Favours from others, and in their own 
Language, that they might have no Pretence not 
to underfland me; for my Parents having been 
Bred on the Borders of Portugal, were expert in that 
Tongne, and had taught it me.

might Relieve me farther towards continuing my 
Journey. They gave me a great Charge to Behave fon 
my ſelf as became my Family, and never to tore Niron 
get my Father's Death, and my Happineſs in be- Nen 
ing his Son; and ſo I took my Leave, extreamly Mr. 
leas'd that I had ſped fo well among People, who 
Cheat all the World, and are never to be Cheated. 
I ſet out for Paris, feeding by the way like 4 
Farmer, and making as much of my ſelf as if I had 
been really a Jew. The ſight of that Noble City

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zoyCd my very Heart, and made me forget all 
py paſt Hardſhips; but I was wonderfully aſham'd, 
nd out of Countenance, when paſſing along the 
reat Streets, a parcel of Journeymen Taylors, and 
ch Rabble, began to cry after me, Senior Don 
Diego where is your Aſs * Which is an Expreſſion 
bey have learn'd to abuſe the Spaniards. Paſſing 
y an Apotbecary's Shop I bought ſome òpaniſb. Flies, 
nd other Ingredients belonging to my Profeſſion 
if Surgery, and taking up my Lodging in the 
uarter of St. Germain, at the Houſe of one of thoſe. 
who had been expel'd Spain for a Few, and whoſe 
Name was Granadas, that very Night clap'd a cou- 


gelbe of Bliftering-Plaifters upon my Neck, which ha- 
OY Sing rais d a good Swelling by Morning, I cover'd 
= vith ſeveral Clouts, and went away to the Houſe 


f the Marquis De Mirabel, then the Spaniſh Am- 
aſſador there, where pretending I came from Gali- 
a to be Cur'd of the Kings-Evil, his Excellency's 
{moner gave me three quarters of a Crown Entrance, 
and a quarter every Week towards my Maintenance, 
ill I was perfectly well, without troubling the 
King, I deliver d my Letter of Recommendation, 
and, by Virtue of it, got another r-aſonable Supply; 


wa. I this Stately City, which is Inferior to none in the 
* WMWVorld, I Iiv'd like a Lord, and ſpent my Money 
. like a Young Heir, which put an End to all the 


barity receiv'd from the Race of Abraham, and the 
Ums got by the Kings Evil. To avoid being 
bark'd at by all the Curs in the Town, and turn d 
em every Door, I took off my Plaiſters and Rags 
om my Neck, and got into the Service of a Roman 
entleman, giving out that I was his Country- 
man, and the Son of a Roman Knight, who was 
one of thoſe Gentlemen to His Holineſs, whom 
they call of the Spur. At firſt he treated me as ſuch 
Man's Son, but in a very few Days found out 
ny Blind fide, and being convinc'd of the Cheat,

Being thus caſt off, Miſerable Poor, and ſo f. 
from my Country, having made a fhift, by | 
time, to learn French, I bought 6coo Needles wit 
what little I had fav'd in my Service, to help;

ing how well that Trade throve with me amon 
the Audaluxian Wenches. I left Paris, taking th 
way to Lyons, Selling my Ware, and ſpending ; 
the Money in the beſt Wine I could find, to ftrens 
then me to perform ſo long a Journey. The way t 
that City was ſtop'd, by reaſon of the Contagio 
ſo that I was forcd to ſteer another Courſe, an 
take a Compaſs farther about. Having paſs} 
Montlimar in Daupbine, and the Principality 
Orange, and going to enter Avignon, the Guards a 
the Gates fir'd two Muſkets at me, which oblig| 
me to turn back, becauſe I had no Certificate 0 
my coming from Places that were not Infe&e 
Being thus rednc'd to Diſtreſs, for tho“ I was ni 
Eftrich, I had devour'd all my Iron Merchandize 
and having made a Solemn Vow never to buy, 0 
feed upon Needles again, for fear of renewing th 
Memory of ſuch unlucky Ware, I took my Chance 
and flying from that City which receiv'd me | 
unkindly, return'd the ſame way I came. In 
Village on the Road I found 4 Sergeant, who w: 
raiſing Men, and aſ d me bet her I was willing t 
: be a Soldier, and ſerve His moſt Chriſtian Majeſi 
Hunger then preiſing hard upon me, at whicl 
time I would have ſerv'd the Cham of Tartary fo 
Bread, I told him I would. He carry'd me away 
to his Quarters, and deliver'd me to his Captai 
whoſe Name was Monſieur de Joiny, in the Regimen 
of the Baron De Montaigue. The Captain clap'd : 
Quarter-piece in my Hand, enter'd my Name 1! 
his Mufter-Roll, and gave me the new Title of on 
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Fr de I Alaigreſſe, that is, Mr. Merryman ; becauſe 
7 Worſhip being as ſharp as a Needle, and Percei- 
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ring that at Dinner I began to grow warm in my 


Head, he ſoon diſcover'd my Diſpoſition, and tho? 
he was no Biſhop, took upon him to Confirm me, 
by a new Name, ſuitable to my Qualities. We 
March'd throf — ſparing for nothing that 
was to be had, an 

went Merrily about, 4 vouz Monſieur de Ia Fortune, 
and A vouz Monfienr de I Eſperance. I was as well 
pleas'd as if I had the World in a String, thought 
that the Pleaſanteſt Life IT ever enjoy*d, and call'd 
That Province Lubberland. We were at laſt put in- 


to Gariſon in the Town of Romans, in Languedoc, 
where we fared Delicately at our Landlord's ' Colt, 


and demanded every thing we tancy*d at Diſcreti- 
om; for we were allow'd Liberty of Conſcience, 


every Loufie Soldier being as Abſolute as a Prince, 
and at the Inſtigation of the Officers, that they 


might do their Buſineſs, we Ruin'd the Poor Inha- 


bitants, drinking out Hogſheads of Wine every 


Day, and conſuming whole Stacks of Wood in the 
Monſtrous Fires we made every Night in our Quar- 
ters, and at the Guard. At length our Superiors 


were Greas*d, they receiv d the Bribe, and then gi- 


ring out moſt ſevere Orders, made us Faſt ſeveral 
Months, for: Faring well a few Days. Here is an 


Excellent Subject for me to fly out, and Exerciſe 


my Talent of Railing; but I ſhould out-run the 


Cnftable, and make Enemies, inſtead of gaining : 


Friends, They ftopp'd our Mouths, by allowing us 
deven· pence half-penny a Day; for the Soldiers 
muſt pinch their Bellies, that the Officers may fill 
their Purſes. After ſome time we Embark'd at 
Montarcon, a Town belonging to the Duke of Gui ſe, 
and running down the ſwift Stream of the mighty 


River Rhoſne, Landed again in Provence, and were - 


Put aboard the Fleet, under the Command of the 


aforeſaid 


at every Town the Healths 
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aforeſaid Duke, defiga'd to carry F orces for the 
Relief of Cazal, in Montferrat; to Oppoſe which 
Deſcent the Galleys of Naples lay at Villafrauca, 


under their Admiral Don Melchoy de Borja. 


I I now began to grow weary of living ſo long 


among the French, for no one thing could ever 


pleaſe me long; beſides that, our Fare was not fo 
Dainty as it had been at firſt; and I could not 
abide to hear every little Pimp call me Monfieur d: 


F Alaigreſſe. But that which troubled me moſt 


was, that I had cauſe not to think my felf very 


 Gafe, for that, when my Reaſon was drown'd in 


Claret, I us'd to fall a Singing in good Spaniſh, 
which gave my Companions occaſion to ſuſpecd, 
and call me Spy; for he who is Subject to drink 
more than does him good, can neither keep his 
own Secrets, nor any other Perſons: They paid 
the Forces all their Arrears, as is uſual when they 
enter upon a ſtrange Country; which I receiv'd 


with both Hands, and plying my Feet nimbly, 


never ſtopp'd to Breath, till I came to Villafranca. 


There, ſpeaking to the Guard in Italian, they let 


me in, and I went to wait upon Don Melchor 4: 
Borja, to whom J told all my Adventures, with which 
he was well pleas d, and thinking I was a Comical 
ſort of a Soldier, order*d me two F:ftoles,and to have 
my Diet at his Houſe, He receiv*d Command 


from the Duke of Savoy to March with the Spani- 


ards, and leave the Savoyards, and other Nations he 


had under him, and let the French take ther 


Courſe. He Embark*d immediately, and after be- 
ing toſs'd by a furious Tempeſt, we arriv'd at 
Monaco, and then came to an Anchor at Genoa, 
whence our General ſent two Galleys for Proviſions 


to Leghorn. I went aboard one of them, had a 


good Paſlage, and coming to Land at the Mole 
of that City, was inform'd, That His Highneſs the 


Great Duke of Tuſcany, was railing Men, to * 
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to the State of Milan, among whom I Liſted my 
ſelf that Moment, for fear of loſing time, or a good 
opportunity. They gave me eight Ducats in hand, 
and I liv'd four Months Free-coft upon my Land» 
lords, carrying my ſelf as if I had been a General, 
and defying. Fortune. The Governour of Milan 
ſent to acquaint His Highneſs, That at preſent he 
had no need of thoſe Forces; for which teaſon they 

Diſbanded many of the Soldiers, I being one of the - 
firſt, becauſe I was little of Stature, and my Supe- 
riors underſtood that my Qualificaticns were not 
great. I ſet out towards Siena, and paſling thro! 
Viterbo, a Town belonging to the Pipe, came the 
fourth time to the Metropolitan City of Rome. 1 
went directly to Viſit my Siſters, who gave me 4 


bad Reception, and I beginning to play the Hector, 
they call'd in a Neighbour, who was an Officer of 
Juſtice, and he warning me never to ſet my Foot 

there any more, turn'd me into the Street, taking 

my Silters into his Protection. Removing thence 
to the Palace. of the Count De Monterey, the then 
$panih Ambaſſador at the Court of Rome, I there 
joyn'd in League with a Portugues, who was Ser- 
vant to Don John de Eraſo, and falling again to 
my former Rufian Courſe of Life, we Pillag'd the 
Whores, and Drank the Taverns dry. It happen'd. 


that I gave a Painter a Mark acroſs the Face, fot 


being too familiar with a She-Friend of mine, for 
which Offence I was oblig' d to take Sanctuary in 
the aforeſaid Ambaſſador's Houſe, till finding my 
Cauſe went ill, and my Siſters took no more Notice 
ol me than if I had been a Tartar. I made uſe of 
my own, Privately diſpoſing of a Houſe my Father 
had left me in the Street call'd Ferratina, for a 
conſiderable Parcel of Pictures, which I ſent 'awa: 
to Naples with the Convoy, - and following my: ſelf 
ſoon after to diſpoſe of them, manag'd the Buſi- 
neſs ſo well, that, within lefs than a Month, the 
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Ladies and the Bullies ran away with the greateſt 
part of them; and about fifty that were left, ! 
threw off one Night at Lanſtenet, ſetting Deep 
and doubling every Deal. My Houſe being thus 
fallen, becauſe I loſt, tho' not for want of Skill, 
but becauſe I met with one that was Sharper than 
my felf, I Liſted again in a p without 
Horſes, but in hopes of being Mounted in Spain, 
under the Command of the Prior of Rochel , fal- 
ling again to Confound all our Quarters with my 
Stories; to diſturb the Guards; and to embroil 
the Sutlers; acting the true Bully; and frighting 
all People, tho I was ready to faint my ſelf for 
far My Captain Confin'd me for being the 
Ring- leader of all Broils, and miſtruſting I wou'd 
Deſert, and carry away others with me; ordering 
me to be ſecur'd in the Palace of the 4rſenal, leſt 
1 of my Worth ſhould not be ſuitably 
Lade d. | e 


At length we Embark'd for Spain aboard a Nu- 
mierous Navy, Commanded by the Marquiſſes De 
Campolataro and Santo Luchito. my Captain being 
General of the Horſe, and Don Joſeph de Palma Com- 
mi ſſary General. Being a pretty good Accountant, 
and writing a fair Hand, I ſtuck cloſe, all the 
while we were at Sea, to the Steward of the Ship, to 
help him deliver out the Allowance to the Sailors 
a Landmen. He, to keep up a good Old Cuſtom, 
and avoid being blam'd by others of his Trade, gave 
the Soldiers all the Broken Biſtet, and kept that 
which was Whole; and ſo for the Fiſb, they had all 
that was ſpoil'd and rotten, and the ſoundeſt was 
laid up. As for the Bacon, he ſtuck a Knife into 
it, and if it ſtunk the Soldiers had it; if otherwiſe, 
be put it by carefully. The ſame he did with the 
Vi, and all other things he had in Charge; for 
it is a Cuſtoin of Ancieut ſtanding, That the Soldier 
unt baue the worffl, However, he took care to — 
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ſt much of the Captain, and other Officers, which 
I made them all keep Counſel, and fee nothing; 
7 and whilſt the poor Soldiers far'd hard, we liv'd 
s in Clover. We came to an Anchor at Roſas, where 
I, all the Foot came Aboard. The difmounted Ca- 
n valry left that Harbour, and Landed within ſix 
it Leagues of Barcelona, That Night we lay upon 
u, the Shore, bewailing our Misfortune of having no 
1- W Landlord, and telling our Stories to the Fiſhes. In 
y the Morning they Quarter'd us where we had a 
il mixture of Good and Bad; for as ſoon as they had 
1g ſhown us any Favour, they were over us with a Cap 


or de Deu, which is that Country Oath, and out came 
he two or three Caſes of FPiſtols. My Captain and I 
'd were at Variance, becauſe he had Cheated me of my 
Ng Pay, and I had made my Complaint to recover it. 
ſt For this reaſon he bore me ill Will, there being no- 
ly thing ſo certain, as that, if a Soldier does not put 

up any wrong in point of. Intereſt, but pretends to 
ſu- complain, or to ſtand upon Terms with his Offi 
De cers, all that he ſays, tho never ſo true, will paſs. 
ng for a Lyez he ſhall never be advanc'd, but rather 
m- Ml ſighted and hated, and under colour of ſerving the 
ut, King, they will make him unfit tor Service. I ard 
the better than any of the Troop, becauſe my Quarters 
to WW were in a Tavern, and I was Interpreter between 
ors the Catalonians and Neapolitans, by whom I was fo 
m, MW Generouſly requited, that I ſpoke 4rabick inſtead of 
ve Wl Catalonian; and miſtook High- Dutch for Italian. 
at 1 happen'd one Day to fall out with a Soldier 
all about a Lye given, and my Sword unluckily run- 
vas ning into his Throat, he kick'd up his Heels, thro? 
ito WW his own Fault; for he, in Contempt of me, ran 
iſe, upon my Point, fo that he might thank his own 
the W -Haſtineſs,.'rather than blame my Modefty, To 
for Eure taking his Revenge, or giving 

m an opportunity ef ſatisfying his Malice, by 
cauſing ine to be rr and Puniſh'd, 8 
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take upon himſelf to make an Example ot me ; I 
went away to Barcelona, where then was that 
Great Man, who was Born à Prince, Liv'd a Car- 
dinal, and Dy'd a Saint. I betook my ſelf to the 
_ Pope's Juriſdiction; and, to avoid being beholding to 
Juſtice, had recourſe to the Monaſtery of the Merce- 
narians. My Captain, as if I had Murder'd his 
Father, Stolen his Goods, or Taken away his Mi- 
ſtreſs, ſent after, to have me ſecur'd at Barcelona, 
and a little Vhipper- Snapper of his, who was the 
Tale carrier of the Troop, and an Off-caſt of the 
Navy, follow'd his Buſineſs ſo cloſe, that in De- 
ſpight of the Lay- Brothers, and in Contempt of the 
Church, he had me taken out of the Sanctuary by a 
Gang of Alguaziles and their Followers, and caſt 
into the Priſon of the 4rſenal ; for there are Soldi- 
ers, who, to pleaſe their Captain, would take up 
him that made them, right or wrong, They put 
me into Irons, Bolted my Hands and Feet with a 
Chain, and a Collar about my Neck, from which 
a long Bar always pointed up to Heaven. I was 
Proſecuted as a Deſerter and Raiſer of Mutinies in 

the Fleet; and without any regard to the Pain 
my Mother endur'd when ſhe brought me into the 
World, the Trouble ſhe had in Breeding, and the 
Labour in carrying me about, they put me into a 
Fright with thoſe dreadful Words, Ion ſhall return 
to the place from whence you came, and from thence to 


the Place of Execution, &c. becauſe I had where 


withal to fatisfie that Judgment; whereas had they 


laid never fo ſmall a Fine upon me, it had been out 


of my Power. 


In ſhort, as if it had been a thing of nothing, 
or but a matter of Paſtime, they gave Sentence that 
T ſhould be led in State along the Streets, then 
mount upon a Ladder, kick up my Heels before all 
the People, and take a Swing in the open Air, as if 
J had another Life in the Corner of my Snap-Suck, 
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or were indebted for my own to that Font ii Pilate 
who gave Fudgment. I was made acquainted with 
it by a Publick Netary, who was ſo Nice a Chriſtian, - 


that he never aſk'd me any Gratuity for the good 
News, nor any Fees for the Trial. It was impoili- 
ble to avoid making ſome wry Faces when I heard 


it, ſome Sighs broke looſe in ſpite of all my Man- 


hood, and the Salt Tears trickled down my Cheeks. 
The Jaylor bid me make my Peace with God, with- 
out offering the leaſt Supply from Bacchus to raiſe 
my Spirits; and I conſidering what I was like to 

o thro', thinking to try whether it was any thing 
ike my Adventures when I was Monſieur de I Alai- 
greſſe, would ſqueeze my Throat with my Hands, 
and tho? that was done very Tenderly, I did not 


like the Jeft z but ſail to my ſelf, If the Hand, 
which is ſoft Fleſh, hurts ſo much, what will it be when 


a bard Hempen Rope is there? I kneel'd down, cry» 


ing out to Heaven for Mercy, proteſting, if I was re- 


ſtor'd to my Liberty, that I would do Pennance 
for my Sins, and begin a new Life; but theſe were 
all Vows made in Storins. The News being ſpread 


throughout the City, ſeveral Friends came to ſee 
me, and many others to condemn me. My Friends 


comforted me, bidding me be of good Courage, for 
that they mult all come to, and 1 only had the Pri- 


viledge to go foremoſt ; and they were miſtaken in 


that Point, for I am ftill here and they are gone 


before, forgiving the Hangmen, begging Prayers, and 


making Speeches. Some Cataloniaus ſaid it was pi- 
ty I thould Iole my Life for ſo ſmall a Matter, in 
the Prime of my Age; others that I look'd like a 
rank Knave; and others that I was not come to 


that for my Goodneſs. At laſt in came a Francife 
can Fryar, all in a Sweat, and ſull of Zeal, aſking, 
Where is the Condemn'd Perſon ? I anfwer'd, Father, 
I am the Man, tho' I don't look as if I were, He 
aid, My Dear Child, it is now time for you to think 
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of another World, fince Sentence is paſt ; and therefore 


Jon muſt employ this ſhort ſpace allow d you, in confeſ« 


ng your Sins, and aſking God forgsveneſs for your Of- 


ences. I anſwer d, Reverend Father, if it be true 
that a Stanch Friend is the beſt Counſellor ; I muſt 
tell you, E-had one in Szcily, fo Sincere, that he had 
like to have put out one of my Eyes, out of meer 
Love and Kindneſs; and he always charg'd me ra- 


ther to be a Martyr, than a Confeſſor; beſides that, 


In Obedience to the Commandments of- the Charch, 
I never confeſs but once a Year, and that is about 
Lent. But ii, according to Humane Laws, I muſt at- 
tone with my Life for the Crime I have committed, 
-your Reverence being ſo Learned, muſt needs be 
ſenſible that there is no Divine Precept that ſays, 


Thou ſhalt not Eat or Drink; and, therefore, ſince 


it is not contrary to the Law of God, I deſire 
you will give Order that I have Meat and Drink, 
and then we will Diſcourſe of what is beſt for us 
both; for I am in a Chriſtian Country, and plead 
the Priviledge of the Church. The good Father 
much diſturb d to hear me talk ſo wildly at a time 
when I ſhould be fo ſerious, took a ſmall Crucifix 
out of his Sleeve, and began to make a Sermon to 
Ine on the Text of the loſt Sheep, and the Repen- 
tance of the good Thief ; and this, with ſuch an 
Audible Voice, that he might be heard all over the 


Arſenal, and ſhedding ſuch abundance of Tears as 


ſet my ſmall Apartment afloat. Having then 
more Stomach to Eat, than to hear a Sermon, for I 


had not broke my Faſt in Four and Twenty Hours, 


and ſeeing the Floods of Tears that flow'd from 
his Eyes, I ſaid to my ſelf, Tho' you cry your 
Eyes out, it is all in vain. Yet conſidering, at long 
run, that he muſt needs be in the right, ſince he 
took ſo much Pains, and that it was poſitively 


Decreed to exalt me without my Conſent, and 


ſtretch my Neck as long as a Geoſe's, I iclear'd my 
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Apart ment, and kneeling down upon one Knee, 
like a Muſteteer in the firſt Rank, diſgorg'd a 
wonderful Budget of Sins, and clear'd my Store- 
Houſe of Iniquity; and having receiv'd his Blefing . 
and 4bſolution, found my ſelf ſo chang'd, that it 
only troubled me to Dye, becauſe I thought my 
ſelt ſo truly Contrite, that all the Bells would ring 
out of themſelves; the whole City would be in an 
Uproar ; and the Poor People would loſe their 
Days Work to run to ſee me. Nevertheleſs, to en- 
deavour to prolong my Life, a thing ſo much de- 
fir'd by all Men, I got a Petition deliver'd, in my 
Name, to the Marquis D Efe, who was then Ge- 
neral of the Horſe, the Prior of Rochel being Dead; 
pleading in it that I was a Gentleman Born, and 
as ſuch, I ought to be Beheaded on a Scaffold like 
2 Man, and not Hang'd in a Halter like a Dog. 
I expected he would have put me upon proving tho 
Allegation, and have allow'd me time to ſend to 
Rome and Salvatierra for my Evidence; and that, 
in the mean while, I ſhould not miſs of a File to 
take off my Irons, and a Pick-Lock to open the 
Priſon Gates; but I was baſely diſappointed, for 
the Marquis anſwer d, That all he requir d was that 
I ſhould be Executed, and for the reft I might freely 
chuſe what Death I pleasd. I return'd thanks for 
his Civility, and taking up a Stone, like St. Jerome, 
beat my Breaſt with it inceſſantly, but with ſuck 
Caution and Tenderneſs, that it would not have 
been broke tho' it had been made of New Cheeſe. I 
ws. Pale, my Heart fail'd me, and my Tongue 
was nymb'd when I heard the Noiſe of the Charity« 

Bells, which ring when Criminals are Egecuted. 

In the height of this Fright, which I would free- 
ly beſtow on any one that could be fond of it, Don 
Franciſco de Peralta, his Highneſs's Private- Secretary, 
and Fo/eph Gomez, his Barber, Accidentally came 
into the Arſenal, and enquiring into the whole 
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Matter, they ſeem'd to be Concern'd, and came 
to Condole my Misfortune , but perceiving that I 
Jeited, and talk'd as Madly as if I had been going 
to be Marry'd, and that, tho' it was not the firſt 
Sunday in ; Lent, I had converted the Stone into 
two Pounds of Bread, the Faylor ſent me, and was 


Wine like a Farmer, becauſe there came a Pot of 


Wine with it, which rejayc'd my very Heart. 


Their Concern was-turn'd into Pleaſure; and they 
aſk'd me, How it came that I ſo little matter'd Death? 


I told them, it had troubled me ſufficiently, as 
ong as 1 could get no Wine, which had ſuch a 
wonderſul Effect on me, that as ſoon as ever I 
drank any, it diſpell'd all Melancholy; beſides 


that I was well enough ſatisfy'd to Dye, ſince] 
| ſhould, that way, be deliver'd from Informers, Al. 


guaziles, and Clerks. However, if their Worſhips 
could but prevail with my General to give me 
Jeave, upon my Parole, to go to Rome tor three 


\Months, to confeſs ſome Sins which none but his

burden my Conſcience, and take care of my Soul, 
they would do me an extraordinary Favour, and 


I would Solemniy engage my ſelf to them, as 2 


. Gentleman of Worth, to return within the Time 
Iimitted, to the fatal Execution, and to reſign up

His Majeſty ſtays till I make him Victorious, he is 
like to have a fine time of it; beſides, I am a 
Curiaſſer, and cannot do my Duty a Foot. He bid 
me Go back to the Baggage, and take one of his Horſes, 
and return immediately, for be had a mind to ſee whe 
ther I was as good at Fighting, as at Cheating Peaſants 
with Imperial Stud Meat. Away I went to our 
Quarters, crouch'd under my Maſter's Cart, co- 
ver d my ſelf all over with Forrage, leaving no 
part uncover'd but my Head, to fetch my Breath;

HEN the Army was ſufficiently re. 
freſh'd after ſo Important a Victory, 
his moſt Serene Highneſs, the Prince 
Cardinal, took leave of his Coufin-German, the King 
of Hungary, and proceeded on his intended Jour- 
ney, there being no Enemy to Oppoſe him.

Pot-lid in my left, and ſtood my Ground. A 
Skullion' Wench ſqueek' d out, the Noiſe brought 
the Clerk of the Kitchen, who finding us in that 
Ridiculous Poſture, interpos*d, and without ſuffer. 
ing the Con fectioner's Servant to take off his Cream) 
Armour, conducted us, in the ſame Equipage we 
were, to his Maſter's Table. The Viceroy laugh d 
heartily at the Adventure, and to ſee my Adverſa- 
ry ſo White, and having order'd us to be made 
Friends, gave me 20 Crowns, which I took in ve- 
ry good part, and haſted out of the Palace for 
ear of the Creamy German. We went hence to 
Forms, a conſiderable City in the Palatinate, not 
far from the mighty River Rhine, where the Inmpe- 
rial Army had halted, expecting farther Orders to 
raceed into Flanders. My Maſter Travel'd ſo 
1ght, that he had ſcarce any Baggage with him, 
for which reaſon thoſe few. Servants that attended 
him, were oblig'd to take Charge of the Dreſſing 
of his Meat, and of all other Offices above Stairs; 

ts ſupply the want of thoſe who were behind with 
the Hquipage. My Ability and Diligence being 


well known, I was intruſted with the locking af. 


ter the Proviſions, the Vine, and the Ice to cool 
it; which was as well contriv'd' as if they had 
ſet a Fox to keep a Vineyard of Ripe Grapes, or à 
Wolf to take care of the Sheep. Some Servants, 
fit for ſuch a Superior, were appointed o be my 
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Colonels and Captains in the Army had much 
Deferenee for me, as Keeper of the Ice in Summer, 
and of the Fiſþ in Lent. I made much of my ſelf, 
as living in the midſt of Plenty; Commanded 
with Abſolute Authority, as having thoſe under me 
who muſt Obey ; and filching Viue, and convey- 
ing away Ice, the one being Warm, and the other 
Cool, made an Fxcellent Compoſition to comfort 
my Purſe.

made him go down into the Ice-Houſe on pretence 
of fetching up two Bott les I had left there a Cool- 
ing ; the one of Vine, the other of Limonade; and 
as ſoon as he was down, looking about for them, I 


drew up the Ladder, leaving him in the Pit, like 


another Joſeph. Thea looking down into it, I 
cry'd, You thall Freeze to Death, you Jewiſh Dog, 
before you come out tg behold the Light of the Sun, 
unleſs you pay me af the Arrears due to me on 


Account of Quarters, as is due to all the Officers 


of the Army, and that Treble, foraſmnch as at 


preſent, I hold three ſeveral Employments under 
the General, and all of them conſiderable, as re- 
lating to the Belly. He began to roar, and plead. 
Poverty; but I told him all his Noiſe ſignify d 
nothing, hecauſe no Body could hear him, and ſo. 
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{ſhutting down the Door, I left him faſt in a place 
where the Heat would not hurt him. The next 
Day, being oblig'd to take out Ice for my Maſter's 
uſe, I open'd it again, and found him ſhivering 
with Cold, and almoft Frozen. I again proteſted 
it was his own. Fault, declaring he ſhould never 


come out till I was fatisfy*d. This oblig'd him to 


give me ſome Tokens, whereby his Wife might 
pay me the Sum we agreed on. In ſhort, I receiv'd 
my Contribution, and took out my poor Rabbi {6 
Hungry, and pierc'd with the Cold, that I could 
ſcarce bring him to himſelf in four Hours ; I kept 
him in the Chimney Corner with warm Broth, and 
other Cordials. The next Morning we. March'd 
away towards Hainault, and in a few Days en- 
camp d under the Walls of Mons, where the Count 
dk Buquoy, Governour of that Country, and one 

of the greateſt Quality in Flanders, came out to 
meet my Mafter, and conducting him to his 
Palace, Treated and Entertain*d him according to 
his Birth and known Generofity ; out-doing the 


Fealt of Belſbaxzar in Variety of Dainty Diſhes, 


and Cleopatra's Treat to Mark Anthony in Precious 
Liquors, . Theſe Banquets were fatal to me, for 
they robb'd me of the little Reaſon I had, and of- 
ten overthrew my poor Tenement of Clay. I took 
to Viſiting the Army-Sutlers very frequently, and 
would have brought them under Contribution, tho 
they were in a Free-Country; for which reaſon, 


and becauſe I put them to Exceſſive Charges, with- 


out paying a Croſs, we had a thouſand Quarrels 
every Day, and I always threatened and talk d 
big; but ſtill they got the better, and overthrew 
me with two or three Dozen of wet Stabs, or Bum-

A Comical Encounter befel me one Day in this 


Place, which was thus. I happen d to go Abroad |

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after Dining in the Town, with my Head fo full 
that I took Children for Men, Men for Giants, and 
Blew for Black. Staggering along, in this Condi- 
tion I came up to a Chandler's. Shop, which was all 
hung about with Rows of Tallow-Candles; and I 
taking them for Bunches of Radiſbes, aſk'd the 
Owner of them, Why he had pull'd off the Leaves? 
He not underſtanding what I meant, and percei- 
ving the Pickle I was in, made nie no anſwer, but 
fell a Laughing very heartily ; but I, who had 
doubtleſs a Drunken Longing for Radiſbes, put out 
my hand to one of the Rows, that hung upon a 
long Stick, and laying hold of two Candles, pulPd 
ſo hard to ſatisfie my Appetite, that all the Range 
came down to the Ground. The Shopkeeper ſeeing 

t his Goods broken in Pieces, before I could taſte 
0 them, took up a Cudgel, and laid on me fo furi- 
0 ouſly, that as the Wine had made me fee Stars at 
$ Noon-Day, he cans'd Fire to flaſh out of my Eyes 
0 before Evening. Tho' Drunk, I was ſo Senſible ot 
e the Pain and Affront, that drawing my Sword, I 
„ Charg'd him as if he had been one of the Enemies 
Troops. He ſeeing me ſo void of Reaſon, and that

r I drew near him without any Fear or Wit, not- 
- WH withſtanding his Parrying with the Cudgel, fled 
; into a Room behind the Shop, and ſhut the Door 
| after him. Finding that, tho' I made an Hundred 
Paſſes at the Door, the Sinart of my Head and 
Bones did nothing abate, I vented my Spleen upon 
| the Rows of Candles, and laying about me without 
Mercy, hewing down whole Battalions of Tallow 
and Weeks, deſtroying Thouſands of Candles, or 
Radiſhes, leaving the whole Shop all over firew'd 
with Greaſe. It happened at this time that a 
Gang of our Soldiers were paſſing by the Field of 
Battle, who ſeeing me in ſuch a Rage, and fo hotly

Counteſs of Buquoy, mov'd by the Hardſhips I en- 
dur'd, without regarding the Complaints of all 
my Adverſaries, begg'd of my Maſter that he

to Mercy; and he, ſeeing me Protected by ſuch a 
Deity, and Defended by ſuch an Angel, order'd me 
to be unchain'd, and ſet free.

I liv'd the reſt of that Campaign ſo Sedate and 
Modeſtly, that I look'd more like a Young Ancho- 
rite, than a Man of Pleaſure, When the Camp 
broke up, I reſolv'd: to live at my Eaſe, and not 
follow that auſtere Penitential Diſcipline , and 
therefore went away to the Forreft, which is with- 
in three Leagues of Mons, to wait upon Prince 
Thomas. who was there a Stag - Hunting. I pantign d 
n a N there 
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there many Days, Ranging the Vood, and Quar- 
tering the Fields, till being tir'd with ſeeking for 
that in the Forref which abounds every where in 
Towns, I advis'd his Highneſs to leave that tire- 
ſome Sport, and reft ſatisfy'd, ſince he had ſpent 
ſo much Time in ſcouring after a Wild Horned 
Beaft, without ever meeting it; becauſe, tho? that 
Toll and Fatigue might be a Diverſion for Princes, 
like his Highnefs, it was intolerable to ſuch Merry 
Gentlemen as my ſelf, who had rather Hunt a Fox 
in a Cloſe Cellar, than range about, like a off, 
in a Yood, He anſwer'd, I had beft have a care bow 
T left him, for it would coft me dear. The Prohibi- 
tion made me the more eager to give over follow- 
ing of Dogs, and leaping Hedges and Ditches ; and 
accordingly taking the way to Mons, without any 
regard to the Injunction laid upon me, I went ta 
rilit my Old Acquaintance, and recover my former 
Freedom. I kept among them till I heard that his 
Highneſs had done Hunting. having kill'd a mon- 
ſtrous great Stag, and then return'd to him, to go 
in his Company to Bruſſels, where my Maſter then 
was. He aſk d me, How I durft go away without his 
bave, and diſobey bis Commands. I anſwer'd, I had 
loft my ſelf in the Forreſt, as the Marquis of Man- 
tua did, and that not meeting with Earl Baldwin, 
| withdrew to take my Reſt. He took this for a 
irivilous Excuſe, and hearing all the Great Men 
2nd Perſons of Quality about him, Petition that 
I ſhould receive Condign Puniſhment, withdrew a 
little with them to Conſult about the Heinouſneſs 
of the Offence, and agree what Judgment ſhould 
be Pronounc'd againſt me, I ſtood looking as if I 
were to be Hang'd, ſhaking like one in a Fit of an; 
ue, and curſing a Profeſlion that is ſubject to ſo 
many Frights and Fears. The Reſult of the Coun- 
eil was, That I ſhould have a ftrong Back and Breaſt

don Melancholy, and after a few hearty pulls, 


my Eyes twinkled for 70; my Belly ſtrutted with 


Vine; and my Tongue ran before my Vit. 

I. return'd to Bruſſels with His Highneſs, where, 
tho I was no Phyſician, I viſited him in the Morn- 
ing before he was up, and at Noon when he was 
at Table. Some Days after, my Maſter return'd 
again into the Empire, and I attended him, like 
a Pyſt- Boy, till we came to the Court of Vienna, 
which was then nothing but Maſts, Balls, and 
Rejoycings, becauſe it was the Carnaval, or Shrove- 
Tide; and that Seaſon 1s there kept with as much 
Mirth as in any part of Europe.

four Italian Fews.- ridiculouſly Dreſs'd like Merry-

Then mounting a Horſe-back, I repair'd to all 
the Squares and Croſs-Streets in the City, where T 
halted, making loud Nonſenſical Speeches to gather 
the People about me, and cry up my Medicines: 
The three Jes, who always kept aloof off ſeveral 
ways, came up to me, breaking thro' the Crowd, 
and bought ſome of my Plaifters and Sear-cloths, 
paying two Royals for every one, in ſight of all the 
Rabble, which encourag'd Fools to come and do ſo 
too; there being nothing in the Galley- Pots, but a 
little Meal mix'd up with Vater; and the Plarfters 
being only Tar and Tallow. Then came the fourth 
Jw, pretending to be troubled with the Tooth- Ach, 
holding his Chops, and crying out. He laid his 
Head on my Horſes Neck, open'd his Mouth wide 
enough to throw in a Penny-Loaf, I look'd upon 
his Teeth, as if he had been a Horſe, and I a Jockey, 
enquiring into his Age, then handling my Inſtru- 
ment, and making as if I drew a Tooth, held up 
one I had borrow'd for that purpoſe of a Barber- 
Surgeon; and to ſhow I did it without Pain, or 
drawing Blood, made him Spit often, and waving 
about my Arm, extoll'd my Art, inviting the Poor 
to draw their Teeth for nothing, and undertaking, 
for a very ſmall matter, to eaſe all the Inhabitants 
of the Burden of them. The Few gave me a Royal, 
and made his way out of the Throng, magnifying 
my Art, and Swearing he never felt it, and that 
not a drop of Blood came from him.

into the Prince Cardinal's Service. The 

Drunken Boat in the Triumphal Chariot. 
His firſt Love Intrigue ; and the Pleaſant 
Contrivance of the Sick Als. N 


Maſter, who was always intent upon 
N his Catholick Majeſty's Service, ſet out 
from Vienna, for the Low-Countries, on 
the firſt Day of Lent, with conſiderable Forces, 
leaving ine behind at Vienna to receive my 3 
tor having Diverted the Germans, and Confounde 
the Race of Abraham; beſides other Fees due to 
my Office. His Imperial Majeſty gave me a Gold 
Chain; his Brother, the Arch-Dauke Leopold, another; 
and Prince Thomas. a third 5 beſides other Gifts 
from Great Men and Perſons of Quality. When I 
had ſpent three Days at that Court ö 
my Contributions, the Marquis de Caftanbeda, then 
the Spaniſo Ambaſſador to his Imperial Majeſty, ſent 
me away with an Expreſs from his Catholick 
Majeſty, to his Brother, the moſt Serene Prince 


Cardinal, in the Low-Countries. Seeing my ſelf ſo - 


much Exalted, I forgot all my Baſe Practices and 
Employments, tho I could not ſay as Don Alvaro 
de Luna, the once great Favourite of Spain, that I 
was come from a Page to be a Marquis ; yet I ſaid, 
from a Buffoou-I am come to be an Expreſs, which 
was the firſt Step of my Riſing. I was ſo Expedi-

He anſwer d, Good 
AHaſter Eſtevanillo, your Worſhip is very Expeditious 
zn carrying Expreſſes, but too much a Coward for theſe 
Affairs , and, therefore, ſince I am ſatisſyd you will 
wot Fight, but do the ſame you told me you did at 
Nordlingen, I grant your Requeſt ; ſo that you may 
get upon another Hill, and, if you find it is God's Wil 
to grant me the Victory, do you carry the News to his 
Highneſs; for I am ſatisfy'd you will get more by that 
than by all the Plunder. I was Thankful for the 


Favour; and taking his Advice for fear any Un- 


lucky Accident, if I were two near the Danger, 
might. diſappoint my intended Journey, got upon 
2 Hill at leaſt two Leagues from both the Armies, 
Juſt at the time when my Maſter Charg'd the 
Enemy, and having perform'd Wonders, and done 
more than Man, Defeated, Ruin'd, and Cut them 


in Pieces, delivering the Town, making himſelf 


Maſter of the Field of Battle, and covering the 
Country with Dead Bodies. Perceiving * 
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Eſtevanillo Gonzales. a 
Brave Army, thro“ the Conduct of fo Heroick a 
General, had gain'd a compleat Victory, and was 
falling to the Plunder, I came down from my 
lofty Olympus, with a deſign to carry the News to 
his Highneſs; but meeting one of our Sutlers by 
the way, under colour of laying the Duſt that got 
into my Throat during the Battle, for I pretended. 
to have been one of the ſirſt that Engaged, I drank 
ſo Extravagantly, extolling my Maſter's Valour, 
and putting about his Health, that in little above 
2 Quarter of an Hour, I had more mind to 
Sleep than ta Ride Po.

Theſe diſmal Lamentations brought back the 
dut ler, and my Old Acquaintance, who enquiring 
into the cauſe of my Complaint, I allur'd them 
that a Cannon-Shot from the Town had made 
meer maſh of my Leg. They, having heard the 
Noiſe of the Guns, and ſeeing me in that doletul 
Poſture, and ſome little Blood that appear'd upon 
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the Stockin, gave ſuch entire Credit to it, that 
they took me up hetween them, and laying me in- 
to the Cart, carry'd me in that manner into the 
Victorious Town.

It was above four Hours be- 
fore they return'd, becauſe all the Surgeons were 
then buſie dreſſing our own Wounded Men, and 
abundance of Prifoners they had taken; durin 
which time the Fumes Evaporated, and I was rid 
both of my Pain and Drunkenneſs, but ſtill faſt 
alleep, digeſting, at leiſure, what I had guzzl'd in 
haſte, At length my two careful Attendants came 
again into my Chamber, with a Venerable Long- 
Bearded Surgeon, and half a Dozen Young Pradi- 
tioners, who came to undertake the Cure, having 
been inform'd that my Pockets were well Lin'd, 
and that I was a Servant to the Victorious Gener- 
al. As ſoon as they came in, they all laid aſide 
their Hats and Cloaks, pulPd ont their Inftrument- 
Caſes, fitted their Saws, wip'd their Inciſion- 
-Knives, made Lint, tore Rags, and fell to beating 
of Eggs, and making Infuſions of Wine. When 
all was ready, the Surgeon order'd I ſhould be wak'd, 
for him to ſee the damage the Ball had done;

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other hurt but a ſmall Scratch, he ſaid to me in a 
Paſſion, and almoſt out of Countenance, Do you 
Year me, Sir, that you ſend for me to Cure your imagi- 
nary and ſham Wounds? I anſwer'd, Pray, Sir, do 
you put me into the ſame Condition I was in 
when [I ſent for you, and yop will be ſenſible that 
tho* the hurt was not real, I thought it fo.

I went to Viſit my Maſter, Congratulating his 
Vidory, told him why I had not carry'd the 
News to His. Highneſs, and how much out of 
Countenance the Surgeon was, when he found no 
Sign of a Wound about me; which was Pleaſant 
to him at that time of Joy. Going out to view 
the Ground where my Maſter had attempted ſuch 
a Glorious Enterprize, perform'd ſuch a Renown'd 
Action, and gain'd Immortal Honour, I found it 


ſtrewid with Slaughter d Bodies, which mov'd 


Compaſſion even in thoſe who had Slain them, I 
ſaw a Multitude of Priſoners, and among them

Applauded and Congratulated as its Deliverer; 
and the Priſoners to be conducted to Bruſſels. Then, 


having giving Thanks to God, to whoſe Almighty 
Providence we owe all the Victories and Proſperi- 
ties this World affords, he ſent Exprefles with 
the Account of his Succeſs to all Parts, which re- 
joy ed the Lop-Conntries, and ſpread the Glory of 
2Þ Ee, Mn Ee4 Wenn his 
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his Fame, ſtriking a Terror into thoſe who were 
Li ſaffected, and Encouraging Impartial Hiſtorians 
to Record his Exploits. Having caus'd the Dead 
to be Bury'd ; care to be taken of the Wounded 
and his Army to be Retreſh'd, he proceeded to 
Take ſome French Towns.

_ Confternation. Whillt he was thus Employ'd, His 
 Catholick Majeſty, to Reward ſo many Brave AGi- 
ons, and ſuch Glorious Victories, ſent him a Pa.

who, beſides the preſent Reward, admitted me 


ever after into his Favour: There was I Singular- 
ly Honour'd by the Great Men of the Country, 
becauſe I gave them a particular Acconnt of the 


Battle; and they ſeeing me in the Service of ſo 


Renown'd a General, and under the Protection of 
3 Cd at hr pn cn" 
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2 Prince, who was Brother to the mighty King of 
Syain, were all inclinable to beſtow Favours on 
me, and I to receive them. After this His High- 
neſs March*d away towards Dunkirk to expect the 
Fleet, that was coming under the Command of 
Don Antonio de Oquendo, and Don Andres de Caſtro, 
and I reſolvd to bear him Company for what I 
got by him, and becauſe I knew my Maſter was 
pleas'd I ſhould. Being come to that Town, the

At length it pleas d Heaven to 
take what was its own, leaving the Lon- Countries 
without a Cardinal to Govern them; Spain with- _ 
out a Prince to Support it; and the Soldiers with- 
out a Father to Cheriſh them. It were endleſs to 
pretend to expreſs the Sorrow of the Court ; the 
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Tom · Countries; the Nobility ; and all People in Ge- 
neral; all that I ſay, is, That, conſidering I loſt 
more than all of them in proportion, I was three 
whole Days without Eating or Drinking, the Tears 
continually trickling down from my Eyes, and my 
Heart ſending forth diſmal Sighs. 

Tze fourth Day Hunger began to pinch me, tho 
it was a greater W e of my Concern to 
live without Drinking, than without Eating, con- 
fidering that my Tears could not bring him to 
Life, and that it was a Folly to weep for one who 
was ſeated in Glory above the Stars; I concluded 
with my ſelf that we muſt Live by the Living, 
and not by the Dead, and betook my felt to 2 
Fenitential Cook's Shop, where, wiſhing his High- 
neſs's Soul in Heaven, I ſtuff d my empty Guts, 
and moiſten d my dry Clay; and being thus re- 
freſn'd, went out to ſhake off Sorrow, and get my 
Living. My Maſter and Protector being gone, eve-

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ry Body ſhuw'd me, I was troubleſome to all Men, 


and my Jeſts were become Dull. No Body knew 
Eſevanillo; no Creature would vouchſafe to ſpeak 
to me; as if I had been his Highneſs's Phyjiczan, 
and miſtaken the Cure. Perceiving that even my 
Wench grew Starch'd after I had taken her out of 
Priſon, and would have us Rule by Weeks, and 
wear the Breeches by Months, I reſolv'd to go ſpeak 
with his Excellency, Count Traun, his Imperial Ma- 
7s Ambaſſador Extraordinary at that Court, 
whom I intreated to write to my Maſter the Duke 
of 15 acquainting him that I was left deſtitute, 
by the Death of ſo Great a Prince, without any 
Inheritance, and Reform'd; to know whether his 
Grace would allow the Prodigal to return Home. 
He did me that Fayour, and by the next Poſt had 
an Anſwer from my Maſter, deſiring him to fend 
me into Germany, where he then was, with all poſ- 
ſible Speed. Ille Count ſent a Servant. of his 6 
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as if I were a Fortgues. When I had given her as 
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call me, ſnow'd me the Letter he had re ceiv'd, or- 
dering me to be gone immediately, and furniſhing 
me with Money. The News of it being ſpread 
abroad, the Burgbers began to lay Embargoes, and 
to meditate Arreſts, tho my Lodging was as clear 
as the High-way for any Goods, and no Faylor had 


a mind to be troubled with me. The firſt that ap- 


pear'd againſt me was a Potter-Woman, complain- 
ing, That, beſides breaking abundance of-Glaſſes, I had 
Wounded ber. My Landlady demanded I thould 
make good the damage done a Bed, becauſe one 
Night I lay in it, being then in a Bleſſed Conditi- 
on, and Dreaming that I made Water at the Head 
of one of the Gallies of Malta, and had caus'd an 
Inundation in it. In ſhort, there was not an Ale- 
Wife, Cook, or Tripe-Woman, but had ſomething to 
lay to my Charge. I neither deny'd the Debts, 
nor gave them any Money, but promis d them Sa- 
tisfaction before I went my Journey; and in con- 
cluſion they were well fatisty'd of what a fort of - 
Man I was; for it would have been very unſeem- 
ly, and I ſhould not be accounted a Gentleman 
had I paid my Creditors, becauſe then there had 
been none to call upon my Name, nor would any 
have remember*d me when I was gone, LO 

I went to take my leave of Don Franciſco de Melo; 
who was then Governour of the Netherlands, and 
of all the Men of Quality, as well Natives as 
Strangers, and having gather d a confiderable Caſh, 


for the ſake of the Maſter I was going to ſerve, di- 


rected my Courſe in the next place to bid adieu to 
my Dear Doxy, and to melt away in ber Embraces, 


much as would keep her a conſiderable time, and 
grie vouſly lamented the fatal Neceſſity that ford 
me away; I promis d to return very ſpeedily, on- 
ly to ſee and preſent her, declaring, That if my 
Abſence: muit . r to her, and ſhe was * 
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ſed to have me ſtay, I would obey her Will, and 
ſend away the Horſes. She ſmil'd, and being per- 
fectly over joy'd for being left to her own Liberty, 


without a Guardian, or any one to pry into her 


Life and Converſation, anſwer'd, Maſter Eſteva- 
nillo, it is all one to me whether you go or come, ſlay, 
or move. Now, tho” this Boldnefs and Indifferency 
ihow d a mighty Conſtancy of Mind, yet it fir'd 
my Heart to ſuch a degree, taking all the Wrongs 
ſhe did me, as if they had been Favours, that I 
Iiv d like the Salamander in the midſt of the Flames 
her Eyes kindled in my Breaſt, and was pleas d, 
like Tantalus, to gape, in vain, after her Beauty; 
for it is the Natural Property of ſuch Women to 
deſpiſe thoſe who Adore and Maintain them, and 
to be fond of thoſe who Beat them and take away 
all they have; and it is inherent to ſuch Men as [ 
am to Spend all they have upon, and ryn Mad for 
thoſe who do not Thank them for it, nor have any 
Honey or Shame. In ſhort, ſhe was as good as I, 
and I no better than ſhe. However, the deſire of 
going to find my Maſter prevail'd above the Charms 
of her Beauty; and having left her, ſhut up in a 
Monafiery, tore againſt her Will, I took Poft- Horſes, 
and bidding often Farewel to Bruſſels as I Trotted 
along, went to Namure, La Marche, and Liſel, then 
croſſing the Maſelle, and the Forreſt of Cruchnack, 
I rodethro' Worms, Frankendal, Spire, and Donawert, 
a Town belonging to the Duke of Bavaria; where 

I Embark'd on the Renowned and Mighty River 
Danube, whoſe Rapid Streams Water the Kingdom 
of Hungary, and tall like a Torrent into the Black 
Sea. I Landed at Vienna, ſufficiently tir'd with 
Travelling on an Element that is dangerous to all 
Men, and of ſo little uſe to me. There, before I 
reſted, or hir'd a Lodging, I went to Viſit their 
Imperial Majeſties ; being Commanded by the 
GC 
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ſence, not to mention any thing relating to his 
moſt Serene Highneſs, the Prince Cardinal, becauſe 
of the extraordinary Trouble it was to her Impe- 
rial Majeſty, his Siſter, whenſoever ſhe heard him 
Nam'd. They were pleas'd to fee and hear me, 
and having been order d ſome Refreſhment after my 
Voyage, I went away to kiſs the Hands of the 
Marquis de Caftel Rodrigo, who reſided there as his 

Catholick Majeſty's Ambaſſador in Ordinary, and 
was appointed firſt Plenipotentiary for the Treaty 
of Peace. He, as became ſo great a Perſon, Pre- 
tected and Honour'd me, not for any Merit of 


mine, but out of his own Generoſity. I continu'd 


ſome Days like a Gentleman, Treated by all Per- 
ſons, and Recetver-General of all that was given me, 
my Fefting Trade thriving fo well, that I would not 
have left my Profeſſion for a good Government. 
At this time my Maſter came Poſt from the Imperial 
Army to Vienna, which I being inform'd of, went 
out to meet him on the Road, and falling down at 
his Feet, begg*d Pardon for having left his Service 
three Years, pleading for my Excuſe, my being 
left behind Sick when he came away, and at- 
terwards taken into the Service of a Great Grand- 
ſon of Charles the Fifth King of Spain, and Brother 
to the greateſt Monarch in the World. He bid me 


riſe, and ſaid, He thought himſelf Unworthy to receive 


one into bis Service who had belong d to ſogreat a Prince. 
As ſoon as his Excellency came into the. City 
and alighted at his Palace, he commanded me to 
be caretal 1n viſiting all the Offices belonging to 
the Belhy- Timber; and to order them fo, that he 
might be well ſerv'd. I took fo much upon me, as 
all Men do, who come from nothing, and are rais'd 
to any Poſt, that I examin'd into the Affairs of 
the Kitchen, Cellar, and Larder, and brought all 
thoſe Officers under ſach ſtrict Diſcipline, that 
they ſaid, My Mafter bad given me an Inch, and. 
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I bad taken an Ell. In ſhort, I became ſuch a ſe- 
vere Overſeer, that I got the ill Will of all the Fa- 
mily, from the higheſt to the loweſt, becauſe I de- 
priv'd ſome of their Authority, and others of their 
Ferquiſites. A Servant who was no way concern'd 
in theſe Retrenchments, us d, every time he met me, 
. to lay, Fair and Soft goes far in a Day. In ſhort, I 
enjoy*d my ſelf ſome time in that Court, receiving 


many Preſents Abroad, and being much made of 


at Home; but in the Prime of my Satisfaction 
my Maſter went away to Command the Imperial 
Army, upon the Death of the General Francis Al. 
bertus, leaving me behind Sick of the Rich Man's 
Diſtemper; for Fortune having rais'd me to a con- 
ſiderable Pitch, it was reſolvd I ſhould have ſome- 
thing to pull me down in the height of my Folitry; 
and no wonder I ſhould be Infected, by converſing 
with ſo many Princes and Great Men; for jn fine, 
I began to be Tormented with the Gout. As ſoon 
as ever my Maſter was gone out of the Houſe, all 


the Servants left in it Conſpir'd againſt me, for 


having been an Impertinent Buſſe- Body, meddling 
with that which did not Concern me, nor belong 
to my Office. They grew ſo Impudent, perhaps, 
becauſe I was half a Cripple, that as I was one Day 
fitting in the Kitchen, to warm my felt a little at 
the Fire, the Cook came in, and throwing me down 
out of the Chair, as if I had been another Lucifer, 
he took up a Spit, inſtead of a Sword, and I believe 
the Reaſon why he only threatned me with it was, 
| becauſe as I was ſtriving to get up, one of the Scul- 
lions gave me ſuch a blow on the Head with a Fy- 
ing-Pan; that had it not hit with the. flat, I 
had been perfectly Cur'd for ever of the Gout : Nor 


Vas this all, for a Wench that ſwept the Houſe, over 


. whom I had never exercis'd my Commiſſion, be 
 Hiaw'd halt-a Dozen Bangs with her Broom: on my 
Shoulders, which made me Kife the Ground three 
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or four times, tho it was not hallow d. The Noiſe 
of the Threſhing brought in the Steward, who hear- 
tily rejoycing to ſee me Beaten, and Rretch d out 
on-the Floor, approv'd of all they had done, Bla- 
ming and Railing at me, and after all rurn'd me 
out into the Street, ſhutting the Door after him. 
This put me in mind of the Old Spanrþ Say ing, 


That you muſt not Kill a Man, relying on a Great Mans 


Favour, becauſe the Great Man will Dye, and you'll be 
que/tion'd for the Murder. I took Wit in my Anger, 
and fearing, leſt the Storm that began by a Dry 
Beating, might end in a Shower ot Blood, made 
the beſt of a bad Marker, and went away Poſt to 
find out my Maſter, whom I found in Moravia, 
and made my Complaints, magnifying what the 
Servants had done to. me; and tho” he was very 

Kind to me, and promis'd to Revenge my Quarrel, 
yet, after all, they continu'd in the Hpuſe, and 1 
had my Bang with the Frying- un, The Arch- 
Duke Leopold came hither with his Army, and 
there was a General Review of that and my Ma- 
ſters. His Excellency gave a Sumptzous Entertain» 
ment to the Arch-Duke, and to all the Prime Offi 
cers at once, to expreſs his Action and Generoſty. 
There was Drinking after the Ge man Falhion 5 
and I, tho' I had never been at the Tower of Babel, 
Drank in all Languages; Tumbled all manner of 
Ways; and Slept after all Sorts. The next Morn- 
ing early we March'd towards the Swedes, who had 
laid Seige to a Town calPd Brieg, in Silefa, but 

being intorm'd That the Arch-Duke and my Ma- 
ſter came with a full Reſolution to attempt the 
Relief of the Place, tho' they hazarded the loſs of 
their Army, they did not -think fit to wait their 
coming; and accordingly March'd away, tho? they 
were Strongly Intrenchd. The Arch- Duke being 
inform'd by my Maſter of my Diligence, how I 
had been intruſted upon ſeveral Occaſions, and 
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that his late Highneſs, the Prince Cardinal, did me 
much Honeur, when I was in his Service, he ſent 
me away Poſt to carry this Good News to their Im- 
perial Majeſties. I made all poſſible haſte to Vi. 
enna, and alighting at the Imperial Palace, deli. 


ver d my Packet to the Count de Bouchein, who 


was the Lord. Chamberlain, chuſing rather to do 
the Duty of an Expreſs, than to claim the Privi- 
ledge of a Jeſer. All the Men of Quality at Court, 
and the Servants of Note, made much of me, be- 
cauſe, beſides my Merry Diſpoſition, I was ſtill the 
Meſſenger of Good News. His Imperial Majeſty 
order'd me a Gold Chain of a conſiderable Value, 
and to be ſent away with freſh Orders to the Army, 
whether I ſpeedily return'd, and ferv'd all that 
Campaign in carrying Meiſages backwards and 
DB PE SN 
Wie laid Seige to a Town call'd Gros-Glogau, on 
the Borders of Sileſia, next to Poland, where my 
_ Mater often Viſited the Trenches; and for a 
Trial of my Valour, tho he was no Stranger to it, 
he took me along with him one Morning, not by 
my Conſent, but by meer Force, ſaying, He would 
make a Brave Soldier of me; which was an abſolute 
Impoſſibility, unleſs he had ftripp'd off my Skin, 
like a Snake, and moulded me a new. We Forded 
over the River Oder, which ran thro' the Town that 
was then Beſieg d, and drew near to the Walls, 
whence the Enemies Saluted us with hard Comfits, 
and bitter Pills. I ran over all my Prayers in 3 
rice, Creed, Commandments and all; and then told 
my Maſter, I did not like that Breakfaſt, and there- 


ore deſir'd he would let me go to our Quarters, and 


ſend him another Servant, for I was ready to reſign him 


3.7 my ſhare of the Honour that was to be gain'd in that 


Action He bid me Be of good Heart, for that was 
the way to gain Renown, and become Famous. To 


which 1 reply d, That it was the thing I leaft flood 1 
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ned of; for I did not trouble my ſelf about Points 
of Honour z but the only Delight I bad in this World, 
var to get Money, at Peace and ©utetneſs, without 
Dangers or Hazards. The Words were ſcarce 
out of my Mouth, before they let fly a Cannon- 
Ball at us from the Town in fuch a direct Line, 
that had it been levell'd never ſo little lower, it 
had ſwept us both away, or at leaſt toſs'd one of 
us a League off. Tho? I did not ſbrink that Mo- 
ment, becauſe my Maſter was by, yet ſoon percei- 
ving that it had whipp'd off a Soldier who was at 
a ſmall diſtance from us, putting an end to bis 
Days before he could reckon for his Pay, I refolv'd 
to do the Duty of my Profeſſion, chuſing rather to 
have it ſaid, Here be fled, than Here be fell; and 
accordingly ſcour d off ſo Genteelly, that my Horſe 
ſeem'd rather to fly than run. I got to our Quarters: 
half Dead, and quite out of Breath, where I ſlipp d 
up into the Hayloft, and bury'd my felf over Head 
and Ears. About an hour after my Maſter came, 
and enquiring for me, was told by a Page, That I 
bad laid my ſelf in the Straw to 1ipen, as they do Med- 
lars. He Commanded me down; and being come 
before. him, with all the Straws hanging about me, 
laid, Sirrah, bow can you be ſo great a Coward as to 
ferſake me, to turn your Back, and run away in the 
Abt F all the Army. I anſwer d him, Pray, Sir, 
pho ever told your Excellency that I had any Courage, 
or when was J in any Danger, and did not behave my 
ſelf much worſe than I haue done to Day? If your Ex- 
cellency ſent for me out of Flanders to be a Soldter, you 
bave been mifinform'd as to my Qualifications ; for as 
there are Arch-Dukes, Arch-Bithops, and Arch- Dea- 
cons, ſo I am an Arch Coward. This Anſwer 
. his Anger into Laughter, and he forgave

HE Enemy advancing with a Mighty 
4. Power, we were oblig'd the eighth Day to 
a raiſe the Seige, and his Highneſs, the Arch- 
Duke, ſent me away into Poland, with two Packets 
of Letters, the one for the King, and the other for 
the Queen, his Siſter. I took 7%, and along with 
me went a Groom of the Bel. Chamber to the Great 
Duke of Tuſcany, who carry'd the Good News of 
the Birth of that Princes Son; and was ſo Generous 
as to. bear my Charges all the way. We parted 
as ſoon as we came to Court in order to deliver our 
Meſſagee, and I preventing him, went directly to 
the Palace, and deliver d my Letters into the Kings 
- own hand, who not knowing me, nor having any 
Information of what I was, did me abundance of 
Honour, and bid me go take ſome Reit, and he 
would diſpatch me. Going therice to the (Queen's 
Apartment, the obſerving my Extravagant Beha- 
viour, and being acquainted in her Letter with the 
Bearers Qualities, Commanded me to be cover d, 
and inſtead of ſending me to take my Reſt, gave 
Orders that I ſhonld be much made of, and Treated 
as became ſuch an Ambaſſador. She gavehis Maje- 
ſty Notice, who was well pleas'd, and reflected with 
what Gravity and State I deliver'd his . 
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Three Days after they diſpatch'd, and gave me 
three Hundred Ducats to buy me Gloves; and the 
Queen writ to her Brother, deſiring, That if be 
happend to ſend me into the Low-Countries, be would 
direct me to bring ber ſome Lace, and a Baby dreſs d 
after the French Faſhion, for her Tailors to learn by, 
and make ber Cloaths after the manner of that King- 
dom, becauſe the Poliſh Dreſs was troubleſome, and did 
nt pleaſe ber. Having receiv'd my Letters and 
Money, I ſet out again for the Army, and all the 
next ways thro' the Frontiers of Germany, being 
then beſet by the Enemy, was oblig'd to take a 


great Compaſs about, thro' Hungary, Coming to 


the Imperial Court, the Marques de Caftel-Rodrigo, 
his Catholick Majeſties Anbaſſador-Extraordi nary, 
give me another Packet of Letters for the Army, 
vith which I ſet forward very diligently, and en- 
tring Bohemia, paſs'd thro' Prague, and came to 
Dreſden, the Duke of Saxony's Court. There I had 
Intelligence of the Army, being told it March'd 

towards Leipzig, after the Aale I made fuch

League from Leipzig, I diſcover'd the two Armies 
drawn up in Battle, handling one another very 
zudely, by way of Pelting and Hacking. Here 
the Nimble Expreſs loft all his Vigour, and ſtood 
beſide himſelf with the Fright, as if he had ſeen 

Hobgobblinss My Horſe, well pleas'd with the 
Noiſe of the Drums and Trumpets, was very eager 
to run himſelf in among the Battalions; and I, on 

the contrary, terrify'd with the Roaring: of the 


(mon, and amaz d to fee Mars and Vulcan lar 


about them, was for running away; in ſhort, my 
Horſe and I differ d in Opinion. On the one hand 
Iwas afraid of loſing the Letters, becauſe I had no 
boft-Boy a long with ine; but my greateſt Concern 
nas the hazarding the ſpoiling of my Stomach, 
and endangering the Horſe, which had coſt me - 
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round Sum. The Smoke of the Cannon and ſmall 
Shot was ſo very thick, and the Duſt, rais'd by the 
Hungarian Light-Horſe, and the heavy Flander: 
Mares, ſo great, that I could not diſcern who had 
the better, I ſtood a long while irreſolute, whether 

I ſhonld advance, or turn back; the great Conſu- 

fion I was in hindring my coming to any Reſoly. 
tion; but as I was concluding to draw a little 
nearer, God knows in what a woeful Condition for 

fear, a Squadron of ours came up to me, ſaying, 
Me bad loft the Battle, thro' the fault of the Horſe on 
the Left Wing. They aſk d, Since I was an Expreſs, 
whetber I could ſhow them the beſt way to ſave then. 
ſelves? And I anſwer'd, They might leave that to me, 
and follow; which ſaid, I led thein ſo Notably a. 
way from the Field of Battle, my Fright being 
greater than all theirs put together, that by Night 
I Conducted them to a Village twenty Leagues di. 
ſtant; for were I as great a Maſter at Purſuing as 
at Running-away, I had long ſince had Wreaths 
of Lawrel enough to lay me in Pickle. The num- 
ber that follow'd me was not ſo inconſiderable but 
that it amounted to above 2000, ſo that I might 
well boaſt I had been the Deliverer of our Horſe.

and the dreadful Ranſacking the Trunks of Lin- 
nen, without the leaſt Merey or Compaſſion ; becauſe 
the Vivandiers being look d upon as Thieves that 
convey away all the Money of the Army, the Men 
had no more Pity on them, than if every one had 
been Lineally deſcended from Nero. I refolv'd 


not to be Idle, but to try my Skill, and get ſome 


Booty, fince I had been Scout for the Conquerors, 
and a Spy upon the Conquer d; and accordingly, 
kaving my Horſe in the Cuſtody of a Soldier, who 
pretended to be my Friend, my Deſign being to get 


ard my Mail of Letters under my left Arm, 
drew my Sword, and fell in among the Carts, at 
ſuch time as they were all ſtripp'd, and nothing to 
de found there but the Tears and Complaints of 
the Fut lers, ſo that I was forc'd to retire without a 


the Soldier I had intruſted was fled with him, ſo 
that I was left without one or other, it being a 
Madneſs to quit Certainties for Uncertainties; 
and thus among ſo many Plunderers, I was the on- 
ly Perſon Plunder'd; and, perhaps, it was becauſe I 
had been a piece of a Vivandier. In the Morning 

I March'd on Foot, carry ing my Mail after our

2better among the many the Vivandiers had, I ſee 


Horſe. Going back to look for my own, I fougd 


ſcatter d Troops, till I met a Colonel, who aſk d 
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Frature. I held on my way gently, like a Foot-Pof 
till I came to the City of Prague, where I found 
his Highneſs, the Arch-Duke Leopold, and my Mz. 
ſter, Rallying the Troops that had eſcap'd from 
the Battle. His Highneſs aſk d me Hor it far 
with me in Poland? And J gave him an Account 
how highly I had been Favour'd. He deſir'd to 
know Flow I happen'd to come a Foot? To which I 
anfwer'd, That I came to the Army juft as the Fight 
began, and being enconrag'd by ſeeing his Highneſs in 
fuch Danger, I fell in among the Enemy's Troop, 
where I made them know me to their Coff ; but that be. 
ing forc'd to retire, the Enemy proving Vidorious, my 
Horſe fail'd me, ſo that I was fon to leave him, and 
come away a Foot. He believ'd all I faid, as knowing 
nothing of the Battle of the Vivandiers; read the 
Letters; and for my Care of ſaving, and bringing 
them à Foot, order'd me to be Mounted. Next, 1 
went to ſee my Maſter, and told him the ſame Sto. 
ry, but he being better acquainted with me, would 
not give Credit to the Report of my Valour, as the

The next Day his Highneſs ſent me to Viema 
with Letters to his Imperial Majeſty, and others for 
Flanders, and gave me 300 Crowns to bear my 
Charges. When I took leave of my Maſter, he gave 
me a Packet for Don Franciſco de Melo. I deliverd 
my Letters at Vienna to the Emperor and Empreſs 
and to the Marquis de Caftel Rodrigo, where I told 
Wonders of the Battle, and the moſt Prodigious 
Lies that ever were invented; by which 1 got 
much more than I had done by gathering Olives at 
Elvas. As ſoon as diſpatch d there, I took Horſe 
again, and being hurry'd on by Capid's Wings 
who blew the Embers of my Love, which had been 
only rakꝰd up, got to Bruſſels in eight Days, where 
after delivering my Letters, and performing the 
Duty of my Embaſſy, I walk'd Abroad, and wen

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to Viſit my Miſtreſs's Aunt, who griev'd my Heart 
with the wry Faces ſhe made, and Tears ſhe pre- 
tended to ſhed, bemoaning the Diſconſolate Life 
her pretty Neice had led in her Cage. I dry'd up 
her Eyes with ſome Piffoles I gave her, which have 
a ſingular Vertue for laying ſuch Storms, to fetch 

the Damſel out of Pawn, and bring her Home. She 
flew like an Arrow out of a Bow, and I ſtay- d, 
much concern*d at her diſmal Relation, expecting 
that Penitential Anchorite ; but was ſoon comfort- 
ed, ſeeing her come in as Pale as a Cherry; as Lean 
as a Swine; and with a Face like a Biſhop. By 
theſe Tokens I perceiv*d how much {he had griev'd - 
for my Abſence, She Embracid me with abundance 
of Tenderneſs and Afedion, and I took her into my 


Arms with a great deal of Fealoufie and Di ſcontent; 


eſpecially when I ſaw ſome few Tears begin to peep, 
which, I ſuppoſe, were on Account of her late Con- 
finement, or elſe for fear of that {he expected muſt 
enſue when ſhe was in my keeping.

My Friends that were in Need Viſited me; the Sol-

all Men in hopes of her Favours, made me ſtark 
Mad with Fealoufie. I reſoiv'd to ufe the ſame Me. 
thod by way of Revenge, and to Cure one Fire with 
anot her; and to this purpoſe, having been much 
made of by another Lady as good as herſelf, and 
nothing Inferior in Forth and Good Qualities, for 
it. is eaſie to gueſs what ſhe was that could be kind 
to me; I accepted of her Favour, and to requite 
her Scurvy Choice, invited her to a Collation with- Ml | 
cout the Walls. The next Day, for fear of being 
thought worſe than my Word, I fent her Notice ! 
what Gate ſhe ſhould go out at, and the Time and t 
Place where ſhe ſhould meet me. At the Hour ap- Ml i 
pointed I appear'd on the Field of Battle, taking Ml * 
along with me a great Pot of Wine, and ſome Re- t. 
liſhing Morſels for my Weapons; two Friends for ! 
my Seconds; and my Dear Doxy and a She-Ac- e 
quaintance of hers, to carry the Neceſſaries. When L 
we came to the Place where the other Trull expected a1 
me, I got a little before my Company, and Em- th 
bracing her in Sight of them all, gave her to un- WM 
derſtand that thoſe two who follow'd me, were th 
my Maids. Then ſhowing her the Inn ſhe was to ll th. 
go to, I return'd back again, and made my Phillis I. 
believe that ſhe was a Perſon of Note, to whom I MW 
was much Oblig'd, and therefore, finding her in MW »z 
that Place, had Invited her. TO 
We went into the Inn, where calling the Land- I tl: 
lord, I aſkd him, Whether be knew how to dreſs « tb 
Sallad, with all the three Circumſtances that muſt ren- i "1 
der it excellent. He told me, F be did not make om il N. 
to plea ſe me, T ſhould pay nothing for all J bad in bis N bt 
Houſe. They laid the Cloth, and my new Damaris ane 
and I Seating our ſelves at the upper-end of the Won, 
Table, I began to Drink to her like a Dutchman; Me 
to Kiſs her like an Engliſhman; and to Carve to her 
like a Spaniard; giving her all the beſt Bits, M 
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Old Companion took this ſo much to Heart, that 
ſhe was ready to Choak with Vexation, and her 
Eyes almoſt ſtarted out of her Head for Rage ; not 
that ſhe had any Kindneſs for me, or valu'd my 
taking up with another Wench, but becauſe I 


ſhow'd her ſo little Reſpe& before all that Compa- 
ny; and that which Fretted her moſt, was to ſee 


her Rival bid her.call for every thing we wanted at 
the Table, and fill ont the Drink. Having thus 
Reveng'd my Fealoufie in the ſame kind, we put an 
end to the Work we were about, and calPd to the 
Landlord for a Reckoning.

Then 1, in a Paſſi- 
on, reply d, Now, to ſhow you that you are a meer No- 
vice, and an Ideot at this Profeſſion, the Man that 
vill Dreſs a Sallad well, muſt be Exa, Sparing, and 
Liberal, Exact in the Vinegar z Liberal in Oyl, 
es 8 
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and Sparing in Salt; and ſince you are ſo Conceited 
of your ſelf, tho* you know ſo. little, leſ the Company 
Hould think that I do this to avoid paying you, or you 
fbould boaſt that you were as good as your Word, there 
is the Piece of Eight you demand. This ſaid, I took 
a whole handful of them out of my Pocket, and 
throw'd one into the next Garden, ſaying, Thus 
the Controverſie is decided, and we are both ſatisfy ; 
and the next time do you ſhew more Diſcretion, and [ 
vill uſe more Generoſity. The Spectators were pleas d 
with the Paſſage, and the Iun - Keeper, being put out 
of Countenance, hung down his Head, and went 
his way. But I, to gain the more Reputation with 4 
my new Miſtreſs, pull'd out another Patacon, and Wl 
calling back the Diſconſolate Hoſt, ſaid, Now you F 
are convinc d, and demand nothing, there is what you 
aſt d. So throwing it on the Ground, I return'd 
into the City; waited on my freſh Strumpet to her 
_ Houſe; and went away Home with my ſtale one. 
She taking this Example for a Warning, to avoid 
falling into the like for the future, began to car- 
ry herſelf more Lovingly, and to Diſoblige me leſs; 
for this is the true Antidote againſt the Poiſon of 
Fealouſie. | r 

Soon after, the Counteſs of Hul, in compliance 
to my Maſters Requeſt, and to oblige the Queen of 
Poland, gave me a great Baby, curiouſly clad after 
the French Faſhion, which ſhe had ſent her from 
_ Paris. I bought a Quantity of the beſt and fineſt 
Laces I could meet with, purſuant to the Diredi-

Horſes, and began to ſhake down what I had Eaten, 
and ſweat out all I had Drank, changing the Eaſie 
d Wl Court Life for Laborious Travel. I left Bruſſels in 
0% Bi the Month when Lovers Gallant their Miſtreſſes in 
ou Pleaſant Valk and Groves; and Diverting my ſelf 
d WM vith the Variety of Flowers; the Beauty of the 
er Fields; and the Murmurs of the running Brooks; 
ne. got to Vienna, where, after delivering my Letters, 
id I had nothing to do, and therefore chang*d the 
Office of a Courier for my former Dignity, maki 
bold with the Imperial Palace, 'and the Houſes 

all the Great Men, without ſaying, By your Leave, 
or Vith your Leave; where ſometimes I had a good 


p Draught, and ſometimes loſt my Labour; but I 
0! Wmade the beſt, and took what fell; nothing trou- 
ter bling me ſo much as to ſee ſome Hangers-on, who 
= luck as cloſe as Burs to the mighty Men of the 
1 Vorld, and believing they ſhould want all that 
"1 was given to me, did me ill Offices, and were often 


the occaſion of my being ſent away as I came, and 


* it other times of leſſening my Preſents. I us'd to 
ot ay to them, Good Gentlemen Pinch-Guts, ſince you 


emnot enjoy the Satisfaction of giving, do not hinder 
the Plague of Begging z and if you pretend to be Ste- 
pards and Managers of Noblemen's Eftates, remember 
bb take care of their Honour and Reputation, which 
bey cannot gain by fuſing. your Budgets, or cramming 
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their Servants Wallets, nor by glittering in Coſtly Ay. 
parel; for Alexander the Great gain*d much more Re. 
own by Giving, than Heliogabalus by Banqueting, 
and being cover*d with Cloth of Gold and Diamonds. 
Beſides that, he who gives imitates God, who is continu- 
ally pouring down Infinite Bleſſings and Mercies upon 
us ; whereas be who gives nothing, is like the Devil, 
who only beſtows Troubles and Aſlictions. Having 
gone my Kounds, I reſolv'd to try Fortune, and 
ell to play with all the Nobility and Prime Off- 
cers, as if I had been one of them, or had their 
Eſtates ; but ſometimes I threw out, and ſometimes 
they Nick'd me; ſo that I was ſoon ſtripp'd of all I 
had got by my Buffooning ; what Preſents I had 
made me at Court; and the Commodities I Sold t 
there; for I was ſo monſtrous Covetous, that I ne. t 
ver went a Journey without carrying a Cargo of il 
the leaſt bulky, and moſt valuable Rarities, and 
ſach as were wanting 1n that Country, whither I 
went with Letters. But nothing is ſo certain as 
that thoſe who are Hard- Bound dye of a Looſeneſs 
for making no Advantage of the Inſtructions of 
my firſt Maſters, and playing with Sharpers, I was 
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ſoon ſtripp'd of all I had, and became ſo Odious 1 

to all Men, on Account of my great Loſſes, that 2 
ez, 2 the Soul of Eraſmus, betwixt Heaven 0 
However, to deliver my ſelf from the Scoffs o ue 
my Fellow. Servants, and avoid further Trouble, of 
made uſe of ſome ſmall Fragments I had yet left ft. 

and took Poſt- Horſes in order to go away to the Ci hir 

ty of Faſſau, on the Danube, where the Arch-Duk dig 
Lopold then kept his Court. I had ſcarce rod hal * 
2 League, when paſſing by a delightful Garder anc 


which is next the Road, I was known by ſon 
Gentlemen and Ladies, who were Diverting them 
| ſelves there, and made me alight juſt as the Tak 
was going to be plentifully cover d. Being invites 
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to Divert my Melancholy, I hang'd up all Care, and 
fell upon abundance of Diſhes, and ſundry forts of 
Wines ; but tho” I went on Victorious, I was van- 
quiſhd at laſt, for it was impoſſible one Man ſhould 
hold againſt ſo many, ſo that I ſunk under the 
Burden; and to mend the matter, the Poſ,fi lion 
that I took for my Guide, was in ſuch a Condition, 
that a whole Army covld not have guided him ; 
nay, I verily believe, that had the Horſes been in- 


vited, they would have ſped no better, We both 


kept time ſo exactly, that we alighted together; 
eat and drank together; and both dropp'd toge- 
ther, When the Dinner was over, thoſe Gentry, as 
I was afterwards inform'd, us'd means to bring us 
to our ſelves, till perceiving it was impracticable, 


they carry d us into a Meadow adjoyning to the 
Garden, where our Horſes were. Two Dozen of 


Servants, with much Difficulty, hoiſted, and car- 
ry d us away, Singing a Hundred Dirges, and ſtop- 
ping half as many times to reſt, and pouring a 
Thouſand Pots of Water over me ; but all the Wa- 
ter in the Danube would not have been enough to 
quench ſo great a Fire. That Evening, after they 
had all ſufficiently Diverted themſelves with Mus 
fck, all thoſe Gentlemen and Ladies return'd to 
Court, charging the Gardener to take care of us, 
our Horſes, and Portmantles. As good Fortune 
would have it, the next Day, in the Morning, one 


of our Horſes happen'd to walk ſo cloſe to his Ma- 
ter, that he trod upon his Toes. The Pain brought 


him back into this World, from Bacchus's Para- 
diſe, where he had been all that while. He ſat up 
as well as he could, not daring as yet to ſtand, 
and took a great deal of Pains to awake me at that 
diſtance. I rais'd my ſelf, no leſs amaz d, and as 


Hot-headed as he, and fo Senſeleſs, that I knew

like a Statue of Bacchus, in the Garden of Flora, 
whence diſcovering the Gardener, who was n:aking 
towards us, I forgot all my Pain, and thinking we 
"Had been on the High-way, and he ſome Travel. 
Jer, I aſk d him, How many Days Journey we were 
From Vienna? He laughtd heartily at the Queſti- 
on, and helping me out of my Incloſure, turn d 
my Face towards the South, ſaying, Look there 
Sweet Sir, ts the Steeple: of the Cathedral you enquire 
for 3 y the diſtance between you and it you may gueſ' 
ow many. Days you have Travell'd ſince you 41 that 
Place, I was more amaz d than before, to ſee how 
ſmall a Progreſs I had made, when, by what mz 
Companion ſaid, I concluded we had been in fight 
of the Town we were going to. I haſten'd him tc 
Bridle the Horſes, and he, with the help of the 
Gardener, got up, but clapp'd the Bridles to their 
_ Fails, inſtead of their Heads, and the upſide down 
however, ogy an Old Acquaintance of the tw 
Steeds, they ſpar'd beſtowing the fame Comple 
ment on him they had-conferr'd on me. The Ho 
neſt Keeper of that Tnebanted Bower, conſidering 
that Drink makes a Man'do many things he did 
not deſign, Bridl'd our Horſes, and help'd us tc 
mount them; which, I fappoſe, coſt him no little 
Pains, in that heavy Condition we were at that 
time. He let us out, and my good Chriftian Foftil: 
on began to Bleſs himſelf, then laying hold of the 
Mane, and clapping Spurs to his Horſe, he took 
the way to Vienna, and 1 follow'd him. The Gar 


dener, knowing that was. not the way W Z 
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began to call after, telling us, Ve were going back to 
the Imperial Court. I roar d after the Pilion with 
all my might and main, but had better have ſpar'd - 
my Throat. for jt was all in an ſo that I was 
fore d to gaul my gentle Steed's Sides to get up 
with him, which when I had done, and ſhow d him 
the Walls and Steeples of Vienna; he had ſtill much 
ado to be convinc'd. In ſhort, the Horſe being 
| ſooner perſwaded than he, we fac'd about, and 
went on our intended Journey; At length I came 
and laid my ſelf at his Highneſs's Feet, who was 
very glad to ſe me, and the more when he under- 
ſtood that I had the Baby and Lace he had order'd 
to be brought from Flanders, which he paid for 
ten times over, and within eight Days ſent me 
away in haſte, with that Preſent and Letters to 
the Queen, his Siſter, at Varſam, the Court of Poland.

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many tireſome Days, and uneaſie Nights, 
my Paunch and Bowels continually Jolt- 


ſ . ; FTERK Riding many Stages, and after 


ing, tho* they were always ſtuff d with 
the beſt Meat and richeſt Wine, contrary to the 
Rule of Riding Poft. I arriv'd at Varſaw, the Court 
of Poland, where I deliver'd my Letters and Preſents 
to her Majeſty, being an Ambaſſador without any 
Title, and a Grandee without an Eſtate. She Trea- 
ted me like a Queen; for I have always found 
more Afability and Goodneſs among Kings and 
Princes, than among a parcel of Starch'd Upſtarts, 
who came at firſt out of a Cottage in a Pair of Lea- 
thern Breeches, grew up to be Knights, or Gentle-. 
men, by Bawling at the Bar, or Cheating in their 
Ware- Houſes, and at laſt took upon them to be Wor- 
ſhipp'd like Deztzes, for being Preferr'd to ſome 
Office for their Wealth, rather, than any Merit. 
All the Pol:zfþ Noblemen, in Complaiſance to her 
Majeſty, who ſhow'd me ſo much favour, made me 
conſiderable Preſents; fill'd my Skin full of Wine; 
and Treated me as if I had been a Lord; which 
made me Strut and look as big as a Country Juſtice. 
My Knowledge in the Latin Tongue was a great 
help to me; tor without it there had been ir; 
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bility of underſtanding one Word on either Side, 
by reaſon of the ſtrangeneis of their Language, they 
being utterly unacquainted with ours, of which 
they know nothing but the Title of Senioria, and 
'0 give it every Body, after the manner of Italy, be- 
is cauſe there are many Italian Merchants among 
e them. Their Majeſties went away to their Great 
Dukedom of Lithuania, where, according to Ant ient 
Cuſtom and Priviledge of the Nation, they are ob- 
liged to reſide every third Year. That is a very 
cold Country, and full of thick Foods and Forrefts, 
eſpecially one of them call'd Vialavexe, where his 
| Majeſty one Day kill'd fix #714 Bulls, all of them 
ſo Fierce, that it would fright a Man to look at 
them, and ſo Rough and Hairy, that it was hard 
coming at their Hides. Whereſoever they lay at 
Night, they were Entertain'd by the Lord of that | 
Precin@, after the FPoliſ manner, with ſuch Gran- | 
dure and Magnificence that I was amaz'd, and ' 
could never have believ'd any Country could afford 
ſuch Variety and Plenty, or any Noblemen ſo Ge- 
nerouſly exert their Loyalty and Wealth. His 
Majeſty went a Hunting of thoſe great Wild Beaſts, 
which are ſaid to have ſome particular Vertue in 
the Tallons of their left Feet, and entring a 
mighty Forreſt, kill'd eight of them in a very ſhort 
time; and I do not queſtion but that, it he had 
given his mind to it, he might have kill'd eight 
Hundred, becauſe this is an Age that abounds in 
Beaſts. I could not but reflect, how many Ratio- 
nal Beafts there are worſe than thoſe, that have 
more dangerous Tallons, and more Vertue for their 
own Intereſt in their right Hands, and yet no Bo- 
dy Hunts them. For my own part, I believe I 
eſcapꝰd this Bout, becauſe I was a little Beaſt, and 
the King Hunted great ones. From that Forreft 
we March'd to Grodno, a City in Lithuania, Where 
[fell Sick, having been ſomewhat indiſpos'd * 
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by too much indulging my ſelf at the plentiful 
Banquets ; but Recovering a little, ſome Days af. 
ter, I aſk d leave of their Majeſties to return into 
Germany, which they _— granted, and gave me 
_ a Paſs to carry me thro all their Dominions, with 
a Letter of Recommendation to her Imperial Ma. 
zeſty, the Empreſs,- their Couſin, and a Packet for 
the Arch-Duke, their Brother; beſides the Honour 
of a Preſent of Six Hundred Crowns for my jour. 
ney, two extraordinary Rich Sutes of Cloaths after 
the Foliſb Faſhion, and a Chariot, with a Pair of 
Stately Horſes, that I might Travel at my Eaſe, 
and neither the Sun, nor the Find ſhould hart me, 
leſt his Excellency, the Ambaſſador, might relapſe. 
I had alſo a Guide and Interpreter appointed 'to 
Conduct me to the Frontiers of Germany. Three of 
the Great Men that follow'd the Court, Preſented 
me with three Horſes, as if EHevauillo had been 
ſome Perſon of Quality, or high Degree; but a 
Generous Nobleman regards not the Perſon that 
Receives, but only looks upon the Worth of him 
that Gives; and whoever does otherwiſe, is like 
thoſe who are always Sick on Friday to avoid Faſt- 
Ing. Puff d up with this Honour and unexpected 
Exaltation, I took leave of their Majeſties, and of 
all the Lords and Nobility of their Court, and ſet- 


ting forward on my Journey, got out of Lithuania, 


and croſſing a part of Black Rnfia, came to a City 
call'd Cracow, in the Upper Poland, where the Kings 
of that Nation are uſually Crown'd ; and there is 
2 great Trade, and abundance of Italian Merchants, 
whoſe whole Traffick is in Silk. 

In this Place I anſwer d one of thoſe Challenges, 
which II never uſe to refuſe, for it was about who 

 thonld drink moſt Brandy, and my Antagoniff was 
2 a Poliſh Schollar. I accepted the Challenge the 
Moment he made, but it being given at Night 
when I had eaten a plentiful Supper, and * 
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yet more abundantly, I deferrd the Combat till 
the next Morning. Nor could-I any way avoid 
it in good Policy, becauſe it would have look d like 
Shameful Cowardice to be out-Brav'd by any Man, 
at a time when I TravelPd with my Chariot, Ser- 
vants, led Horſes, a Guide, and Interpreter. That 
Night I laid in Proviſion of Spunges and Tow, and 
making my Interpreter take off a vaſt pair of Cloth 
Stockins he wore under his Buots, ſo large that they 
might have well ſerv'd for Breeches, thruſt all 
the Tow and Spunges into one of them, inſtead of a 
Stocking and Sock, Caulking it very cloſe, as they 
do Ships. I gave him his Inſtructions how to 
behave himſelf, and directed my Landlord what 
was to be done; then laying down ſix P;foles, which 
were the appointed Reward for the Conqueror, or- 
der'd him to receive the like Sum from my Adver- 
ſary, who began to draw near with a Bacchanal 
Countenance. He depoſited the Money in the Land- 
lord's hands, who 8 us into a fair Room, which 
ſerv'd us for a Field of Battle, and Effacade. He 
gave each of us a Pot that held a Pottle of the beſt 
Brandy he had, that we might Engage fairly upon 
equal Terms.

fo reſt it upon the Table, he knew not his own 
Companion, and fancy*d the Candle was a great 
Fire. When I perceiv'd it was a proper time to 
execute my Deſign, I Tip'd the Wink upon my In. 
terpreter, who taking the Candle on pretence. of 


= lighting his Pipe, inſtead of Snuffing, put it out, and 


began to bemoan himſelf that they could not Smoke 
their Tobacco for want of it. The other Second, to 
ſhow his Civility, took the Candle and went out 
to light it; then, feeing my Adverſary lie upon the 
Table, like a Gameſter that had ſate up all Night 
and loſt his Money, my Companion took the Pot 
and liquor'd his Boot on the inſide, with moſt of 
the Brandy there was in it, ſo that he left not above 
2 Quartern behind, giving the Spunges and Ion a 
good warm Mornings Draught. The other Second 
return'd immediately with the Candle; and both 
of them falling to their Smoke again, my Interpre- 
ter, before his Pipe was out, ſaid, He thougbt the 
Battle went on very ſlow, and was like to laſt long; 
that the Combatants were well warm'd within and with- 
out, and the Seconds half flaru'd with Cold and Faſting, 
and therefore he would go order a good Breakfaft, which 
the Winner fhould pay for. The other anſw¾er d, Hs 
was much in the right of it, and there was a great deal 


of Reaſon in what be ſaid, and therefore the ſooner be 
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vent about it the better, for he was ready to eat bis 


Fingers ends. The Interpreter went out of the Room 
with his Boot almolt over flowing; order'd the 
Landlord to dreſs a Breakfaſt for them two with 
all Expedition; and in the mean while ſtepp'd in- 
to our Chamber, where he took off that Comforta - 
ble Fomentation from his Leg, and wiping his 
Boot t he beſt he could, clapp'd on his great Cloth 


Stockins, returning to us again with a ſharp Sto- 
mach, and a warm Breakfaſt.

come me, being an Imperial and Royal Courier, to 
be call'd Don Eftevanillo. However, to avoid being

my felf, ſaying, The Lord deliver me from ſuch 4 
Wicked Thought. At Vienna I was inform'd, That

Nevertheleſs, being ſomewhat uneaſie, 
becauſe my Maſter was not there, I reſolv'd to

thoughts that my Noble new Maſter had but one 
Slender Meal every Day, and his Worſhip's Man 
had three Subſtantial ones, and drank three Hun- 
dred times. Upon the Road he always kept a 
great way before us, thinking it an undervaluing 
to converſe with us; and I and my Poliſh Servants 
were very well pleas'd to come after, railing at 
him; for ſuch a Scurvy Figure as he was, will 
make a Saint mutter and find Fault, there being 
no Reaſon that he ſhould take upon him, who muſt 

be oblig*d to others to keep himſelf from Starving. . 
But the World is full of Conceited Fops, for there are 


bellies with licking of Diſhes, and yet, only in

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- Hopes of riſing to ſore higher Poſt of Miſery, or be

We came to Chiavenna, where I Embark'd with 
my Horſes and Servants, and the Captain, my 


_ Maſter, before us, who perceiving that I look d 
ſowre, and finding himfelf in the King of Spain's 


Dominions, began to attack me with fuch high 


 Rodiwmantades, as if I were a Foreigner, being halt a 
Galician, and he a Native, who was but half 2 


German. I invited him to Supper at Como, diſſem- 
bling my Anger, with a Reſolution to be even with 
him at Milan; and therefore unwilling he 
ſhould part with me before we came to that City, 
He, for his part, never conſidering Digeſtion, or the 
danger of Sleeping upon a full Stomach, Eat like a 


Horſe, and Drank like a Ei. The next Day, as J 
had long wiſh'd, we got into the Rich and Famous 


City of Milan, and made choice of the Falcon for 
our Inn. That Night, after we came in, I ſpoke to 


the Captain to pay for his Horſes Provender, ſince,

[a Comical Relation, and being a Diſcreet Wiſe Per- 
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re ſon, after /ſatisfying me for my Diverting Story, 
ke WM that no Body might have cauſe to complain of his 
Juſtice, he referr'd me to the Advocate-General. - He 
being fully inform*d of the Juſtice of my Cauſe, 
and that my dreadful Captain had no Eſtate Real, 
but only Moveables, and his Perſon was of the 
Nature of the latter; ſent half a Dozen Officers of his 
Court to bring the Hector before him, or elſe Arreſt 
him in his Lodging, where they were to reinain at 
his Caſt, to ſecure his Body. I return'd, like ano- 
ther Judas, with my three pair of Catchpoles to the 
Inn, where I found him waſhing his Hands, tho? 
they were the Pilates that came for him, and he 
the Perſon to be Adjudg'd.

dition I was in at Vienna, when ſuch another Fit of 
Madneſs as this, oblig'd me to ride Poſt to the Arch · 
Duke Leopold's Court; and that theſe two paſſages 
might, in all Points, anſwer one another, I took 
leave of the Marquis de Velada, from whom, beſides 
my Paſs, I receivd as much as would bear my 
Charges on the way. I left the City about Night- 
fall, like a Great Man, or a Broken Merchant, and 
took a Place in the Coach that was going to Flo- 
- rence, where we were a mixture of all ſorts, as well 
as to Profeſſions as Nations, For there were in it 
A2 Penetian ; a Milaneze Sodomite; who was go- 
ing to fulfill his Baniſhment for 10 Years 3, a - 
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my Words. For all this, his Falſebood prevai

the Princes of Italy. The third Day we Travel'd 
over the Mountains that are by that City, and 


there I had a mighty Scolding Bout in an In, but 


never a Stroke ſtruck, the Landlord happening to 


be as Couragious as my ſelf. The occaſion of it 
was his demanding of me the Price of ſix Pots of 
Wine at one Meal, which was ſo far beyond the 


Meaſure of my Belly, and the Strength of my 
Head, that it made me ſtamp and ſtare to fee ſuch 
an abominable Cheat; for tho' it is true that my 
Guts have held a much more conſiderable Quanti= 
ty, yet then they were not ſo dry as at this time; 
nor ſo free from Rumbling; nor my Head fo clear 
from Fumes; my Judgment ſo tolerably Sound ; 
and my Tongue ſo free from Liſping, and Clipping 


above my Truth, becauſe he was in his own Conn» 


try, and I in a ſtrange one; fo that, in concluſion, 


I had nothing but my Noiſe, and he my Money 3 
for in all Frontiers of Countries, where the Domi- 


nions of ſeveral Princes meet, as they do in this 


Place, the Inn-Aecpers are moſt Unmerciful Leaches, 
and Blood-ſuckers upon all poor Paſſengers. 
In fine, we came to Florence, the Flower of Ha- 


h; the Prodigy of Europe; and the Ancient Won - 


der of the World. When I beheld its ſpacious 
Streets Pav'd with Cathedral-Stones, the Off. caſts of 
its Magnificent Structures which adorn the Stately 


Squares; the vaſt Plenty of Butcher: Meat and 


Fowls; the Super-abundanee of Fruit: and Flowers; 
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and the Infinite Quantity of Sweet Vaters and Pre- 
cious Wines, I was quite beſide my ſelf, concluding 


be has little Curioſity, who, having Leiſure and 


Ability to ſee this City, omits it ont of Sloth and 
-- Negligence; and that no Man can ſay he has tho- 
roughly enjoy'd himſelf, who has not been ſome 
time in it. And it being Natural for every one to 
ſtick to that he likes beſt, I took ſuch a fancy to its 
Vines, that even at this Day I lament my being de- 
priv'd of the delicious and nouriſhing Verdea. I 
concluded, that when a Man had ſeen this City, 


there was nothing he could wiſh to ſee in this 


World. I halted there, 1 choice of it for my 
Court, till ſuch time as I could hear certain Tid- 
ings of my Maſter; and therefore, by way of Pre- 
vention, before Hunger Pinch'd, a thing never 
known to thoſe who are well Skill'd in my Trade, 
I went to wait upon Prince Mathias, Brother to his 
Highneſs, the Great Duke of Tuſcany, who gave me 
2 favourable Reception, and was well pleas'd to ſee 
me, becauſe he had known me in Germany, when I 
took upon me to be a Tooth- Drawer; ſo, that with- 
out regarding the Meanneſs of my Perſon, like thoſe 
Beggarly Gentlemen before mention'd, but imita- 
ting other Princes of his Worth and Dignity, he 
introduc'd me to his Highneſs. the Great Duke, his 
Brother, and having made him acquainted with 
my extraordinary Parts, Abilities, and Qualifica- 
tions, obtain d leave for me to come in freely and 
talk with him at Meals. Afterwards having had 


Experience of my Follitryand Pleaſant Humour, and 


being inform'd by a Nephew of my Maſters, whoſe 
Name was Don Franciſco Picolomini, and he Gentle- 
man of the Bed-Chamber to his Imperial Majeſty ; 
Knight of the Order of Santiago; and Captain of 
his vis Guard; that I had ferv'd his moſt Serene 
_- Highneſs, the Prince Cardinal, and what favourable 
Admittance I had to their Imperial Mojeftics, _ 
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the King of Foland; he gave me full Liberty to foe L 


him at all times w hatſoever, order'd me 400 Crowns, 


and every thing elſe I ſhould have occaſion for, ei- 
ther as to Sub ſiſtauce, or Cloathing, as long as I 
ſhould think fit to ſerve him. When I had enjoy'd 
this Noble Entertainment ſome time, his Brother, 


the Prince Cardinal, Charles de Medicis, Generaliſli- 


mo at Sea, ſent me with a Packet of Letters to Leg- 
horn, where the Marchioneſs de los Velez then was, 
expecting Orders, and fair Weather to Embark on 


a Galley of his Highneſs's of Tuſcany, to Sail over 
with three others into S:c:ly, where the Marquis de 


os Felez, her Huſband, then reſided as Viceroy of 
that Kingdom. I being come to Leghorn, the four 


Galleys, by Virtue of the Orders I carry'd, put out 
of the Harbour that ſame Day with a fair Wind, 

and I Embark'd in them by Command of his 
Highneſs, that I might divert the Marchioneſs on 
the way to Naples. At Foxzuolo, which is four 
Miles from that City, his Excellency, the Admiral 
of Caſtile, who was Viceroy of that Kingdom, came 
to meet, and offer her Ladiſhip his Palace and Ser- 
vice, intreating her to go aſhore, that he might 
Treat and Entertain her. The Marchioneſs excu/ 
ſing herſelf, becauſe the Sea was calm, and the Wind

Then going 
to paſs my time with the Ladies, I there. met with

the moſt wonderful Change that can be found in 


Hiſtory z for thoſe I left Apprentices, were now 


Stanch Traders for themſelves ; thoſe who were then 


Toung and Receivers, were now Old and Contrivers; 


thoſe I left Old, I found turn'd meer Hags and 


Witches, keeping their Private Cabals, with their 


Horned Friend from the other World, in Garrets, 


amidſt their Pots and Ointments, and ſeveral times 
Carted. This made me reflect, what a fading Flower 


Beauty is; how quickly Touth paſſes away; how 


 Inſenſibly Death draws on; and what mighty Al- 


terations every Day produces; ſo that, conſidering 


I had been twelve Years from that City, I was not 


at all ſurpriz d to find ſuch an extraordinary Tranſ- 


formation, and ſuch variety of Accidents, eſpeci- 


ally among People who Live ſo faſt, and are them- 
lelves haſtening their own End, as a Fly does flitte- 


ring about the Candle. Finding my ſelf ſo lone- 


ſome in a Place where I expected to have ſo much 


| Company of Old Friends and Comrades I had 
left there, I began to walk about, and to Spend 
upon my ſelf what I ſhould have Spent upon them. 


I look'd out for the choiceſt Fruit; bought the beſt 
Wild Fowl; drank the beſt Wine; and gave Orders 


that there ſhould be always Plenty of Ice at my 
Ledging to cool my Liquor. But being inform'd, 
hat the Duke of Medina de los Torres, who had 
been Vicerey of that Kingdom, was Embarking for

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Spain, I went away to the Mole, and got Aboard 
his own Galley, and he, for our better Acquaintance,

my Reſcue, I had there ended my Days for a Kiſs. 
They lugg'd. me out from among that Mercileſs -

His 
Broken Arm ; and other Paſſages till he came 


| {-right, and renew the 
Fray, I found my ſelf beſet by all the Family, 
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that Lives there, where, with all the Freedom and Inno- 
cence in the World he may Handle, Kiſs, and Gallant, 
without the Devil of 'Fealouſie, or the Dread of raiſing 
ſuch Storms; by which Priviledge and familiar Beha- | 
pour, the Common Sort often fare well; for Stray. Ml 
gers, endear d by the Affabi lity and Courtefie of thoſ: 
good Creatures, and prevail'd upon by Love, which Con- 
guers the moſt Obſtinate, ſometimes raiſe. an indifferent 
Maid, thro Matrimony, to be à Gentlewoman, and even 
4 Lady. And repeating, Flanders for my Money; 
I retir'd into the Room that was appointed for me. 
We came to Zaragoxa in the ſecond Week in Lent, 
and it is ſuch a Place, that he who is ſo happy as to 
reſide in it, may juſtly be Enyy'd by all others, be- 
Ing the Court, and Metropolis of the Kingdom of 
Aragon, and at this time the Barrier of Cafil, 
and the Defence of Navarre., There Las inform'd, 
That my Maſter, the Duke of Amalß, after much 
Honour done him, and Favours beſtow'd by his 
- Majeſty, and many Preſents receiv'd from the Gran- 
Lees, was gone away by Sea into the Netherlands, to 
Command the Army. His Abſence was ſo grievous 
to me, for the great Inclination I had to be in his 
Service, the miſs I had then of him, and ar having 
Travel'd ſo far to no purpoſe, that I wonder it di 
not colt me my Life; but chearing up the beſt ! 
.could, I went out to Divert my felf, and take a 
view of the Great and Beautiful River Ebro, which 
waſhes the Walls of that Noble City.

They Broil'd my Pilchards for me, and 
by Virtue of the Scent of them as they lay on the 
Fire, I drank half a Dozen Bumpers of Vine, and 
18 more at eating of them. I all d the Landlady 


what I had to pay? And ſhe viewing me earneſtly 


from Head to Foot, ſaid, Tour Worſhip has drank but 
four and twenty Diſhes at a Half penny a piece; had 1 
but four-and twenty Cuſtomers ſuch clever Workmen, my 
Huſband might ſoon be an Alderman of Sevil. I paid 
what ſhe demanded, aſſuring her, That was but a 
meer Trifle, and ſhort Repaſt, to what I us'd to 
drink. She Bleſs'd herſelf a Thouſand times, and 
earneſtly intreated me that I would not forget 


her Houſe; promiſing, that the next Day, for my 


Sake, ſhe would pierce a Butt of Ned Vine, which 
was the very beſt in the City. I took my leave, 
giving my Word not to forſake her as long as my

Going thence to the Street call'd Del Coſſo, which 


is like the Caſaro, or Parade at Palermo, I found it. 


full of Shops, and was there known by ſeveral Sol- 


ders, who had ſerv'd in Flanders, Germany, aud Ita- 


ly, with whom I was forc'd to Aſlociate-my ſelf, 
rather than be alone; and that I might have ſome 
Body to talk to. They waited there for his Maje-

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As ſoon as ever this Pedantick Unintelligible 
Scroul of Jargon was hung up, all the Multitude

therefore Aſſembled them, to the end the Approaches might 
he carryd on Inch by Inch, without much  Effufion of 


_ Chriſtian Blood, which would gain their little Govern- 
ment Immortal Fame. The Alcalde return'd again, 


That bis Men were not ſo very raw as he took them for, 
their Skins being all whole, and like to be ſo; -that as 
to the matter of Trenches, they were no Strangers to 
them, being us'd to cut many to Water their Gardens in 
dry Weather , but if be could order any thing elſe to- 
wards rendering their Solemnity famous, be might gzue 
bis Directions, and all thoſe Gentlemen of the Council _ 
would-be Aſifting. The Soldier told him, That the 
firſt thing to be done, was the adding of two Cavaliers

him, that he never regarded the prepoſterons An- 
ſſwers they made him; and therefore aſk d, Whether 
they bad any Shovels * Whereupon they brought him 
a couple of thoſe they us'd for turning of Corn; 
which he told them, Were not fit; for they muſt have 
Tron Blades to cut the Ground ; for opening of Tren- 
cbes ; carrying on the Approaches raiſing of Batteries; 
making Fourneax; entring the Ditch by Sappe ; and 
throwing up Eſpaulments. Fhe Clark of the Pariſh 
bleſs'd himſelf, and cry'd, He had never beard ſuch 
' ftrange. extravagant Names as he gave to things, nor 
were they to be found in bis Prayer-Book; but as for 
opening of Trenchards, he knew not any way that could 
be done but ſplitting them open with an Ax, which was 
_ Whilſt the imaginary Engenier was making theſe

Learnedly to their Worſhips, that no Body underſtood 
him 3 for the heavy Pieces Yo requir?d were of Artillery, 
ſuch as they haue in Armies to Defend themſelves, and 
Offend others. The Alcalde anſwer'd, That was @ 
piece of Imperti nence, for they were ſo far from having. 
any in that Village, that moſt of the People there had 
never {cen any ſuch thing. My Comrade, ſomewhat 
offended at my interrupting him, propos'd, Since 
they bad-no Great Guns, to find him half a Dozen Bar- 
rels of Gun- Powder, to blow up a Curtin of the Caſtle * 
Which an Alderman told him, Vas not to be had for 
Money 4 but if ſo many Barrels of Anchouies would 
| ſerve, he bad the beſt in the Kingdom, and ſince it grew 
late; be would fend him a Plate of them to bis Lodging 
for bimſelf and bis Comrade, and defray all our Charges 
till the next Day, diſpoſing all things in the mean while, 
that there might be nothing wanting in the Solemnity, 
fince it had pleas'd God to ſend them two ſuch able En- 
geniers. I could have Laugh'd heartily at the 184 
norance af thoſe poor People, but durſt not, and 
the Alderman leading the way, Conducted the Enge- 
nier, our other Soldier, who bad join'd us, and my 
ſelf, to a little Inn, ordering the Landlord to furniſh 
us with whatſoever we demanded, and the Commons 
Council would pay for it. He left us, and we being 
ſo well Quarter'd, with the Encouragement of the 
Plate of Anchovies, the Alderman's Son brought us, 
filPd all one Side of the Wall with Scores. We 
put the Iun- Reeper into a Merry Mood, who, to 
Pleaſe us, becauſe we were ſuch, good Cuſtomers, 
play d on a Tabor and Pipe; and whillt he play'd, 
we eat up all he had in the Houſe, and wanting 
toom to Score on the Wall, were fain to turn the 
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The Vild Bulls, to be Baited the next Day, were 
brought into the Town, and put into a Per for that 


purpoſe; abundance of Gentlemen from Zaragoza 
being preſent, whom the Alcalde Lodg'd in his 
Houle, and telling them the whole Relation con- 


cerning the Engenzer, they anſwer'd, He muſt cer- 


tainly be ſome Mad Man, for what he had propos d was 
practisd in War, but not by way of Diverſion in time 

of Peace; for if they open d Trenches in the Market- 
Place, how ſhould they Bait the Bulls? And who would 
e in the Caſtle, if they offer d to Batter, or Blow it up? 
He who was to repreſent the Captain of the Aoors, 
happen'd to be preſent at this Diſcourſe, and per- 


ceiving he was one of thoſe that ſhould have been 


Batter d, or Blown up, was for running in haſte to 
Murder the Mathematician, The Gentlemen and 
Alcalde, ſtopp'd and appeag'd him, ordering, as a 
Puniſhment to him, that would have Johe him fo 
much harm, tho' he was not his Enemy, or had 
ever done him any wrong, that he ſhould pay his 
own Reckoning, and that he and his Companions 

Meuld immediately depart their Liberties. The 
Clerk of the Pariſh came to pronounce Judgment

nalty inflicted by the Alcalde would be nothin 


for they would — ſhoot us all to Deat 
with their Croſs-Bows. I calld up our Land lord, 


with much Fear, and little Shame, deſiring of bir D, 
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That ſince the Reckoning was not te be paid by ths 
Town, but by our ſelves, he would uſe us kindly, becauſe 
ve bad exempted him from the Caunon-Sbot, and Bar- 
rels of Powder. The Man being, as I ſaid before, in a 
merry Mood, and fearing left the Moors ſhould find 
us in his Houſe, made all things eaſie.

conferrꝰd on me, perhaps on Account of my being his Servant, 


and coming into dato lock for him. At Tudela, one of the 
chief Cities of Navarre, I took my fill of the moſt delicious 


Fruit and generous Wines. A Multitude continually ſollow-

contriv'd it, that coming up to an Hermitage, which is near
